Amid Plaudits of People New Gover- 
nor Installed. 



In the presence of thousands of 
! aiimiring friends who had gathered 
froni every section of the state to 
I do aim honor, amid tlu' plandits of 
i the hosts of loyal Floi idiaiis, wlio by 
their i)resence encoiiraLrcd him. with 
a solemnity befitting such an impres- 
sive occasion, Hon. Cary A. Hardee 
took the oath of office as Governor 
of the great commonwealth, assumed 
the reins of government and took his 
place at the helm of the good old ship 
of state. 

Probably never before in the his- 
tory of the state was there evidenced 
such a spirit of satisfaction and gen- 
uini' ideasurf> over tlu- inaugiiratitm 
of a Governor as when Governor Har- 
dee took up the dutfes of chief exec- 
utive for the next four years. This 
augurs well for the State. 

(Governor Hardee took the oath 
standing on the east portico of the 
State Capitol, surrounded by i)eoi)le 
of iirominence, true and tried friou(is, 
tbf state officials who will form his 
' linnet and others. With bared head 
he placed his hand upon the Bible 
and called uiK)n nigh heaven to wit- 
ness his act, and invoked the aid of 
the Allwisp God in the performance 
of ' I.' task which he was to set 
iiboiit. The oath was administered 
l)y Hon. Jefferson B. Browne, chief 
jurtlce of the Supreme Court of Plor- i 
Ida. I 

Governor Hardee was Introduced to | 

tne aiidienre by Hon. Sidney J. Catts, ' 
retiring Governor, who spoke in eu- 
logistic terms of his successor, and 
presented to him the great seal of the 
. State after the oath of office had 
j been administered. Covt i rior Hardee 
i then delivered his inaugural address. 
The address, which is prlated in full 
in this i-si!i\ \v;is one of tne ablesi 
and ni' si coiisi'i vative over drdivered. 
It is void of fulsome promise and 
glittering generalities, but teems with 
good thoughts and planned for the 
future of the State. Tt gav(> assnr- 
anees that the Of)vein()r intends to 
adhere to his pre-election pledge of 
better government for Florida. 

The parade, which imniediati ly pre 
ceded tiu" inaugural ceremonies, was 
tne most spectacular and imposing 
ever held here. In the line of march 
were members of the American I.i- 
'Aion, Confedeiate veterans, Boy 
Scouts of America, justices of the su- 
preme court, ex-governors and State 
and former State officials, offtcfals 
of the city of Tallaliassep, officials 
of the ytarade';, reception committee 
and citizens of Florida. Two splen- 
did bands furnished music. Tnousands 
of jieople thronged the streets to catch 
a glimpse of (be new C.overnoi-, and 
wherever his car appeared it was 
signal for loud cheering^ 

Tallahassee did herself proud in 
the reception accorded the new Gov- 
ernor and the visitors for the occa- 
sion.— Tne Daily Democrat.

The School Principal 

The value of the teacher's Influenec 

in the classroom is very properly em- 
phasized. It is inde(Ml hard to over- 
emphasize the jiart the classroom 
teacher has in lietermining the kind 
of progress the i)uiiils make in school. 
There is far more potency in tlie per 
sonal influence of the teacher than in 
the course of study or in the text-book 
used. 

But in putting stress upon the far- 
reaching influence of the classroom 
teacher in the work of the sehonl it 
sometimes seems as if the importance 
of the principal of a school is lost 
Bight of. \\ hile it is true that in the 
classroom the teacher's influence 
should be the strongest force, It 
should be kept in mind that upon the 
principal of a school rests the whole 
tone and spirit of the school. In 
quickening the intellect and develop- 
ing the character of the pupil the 
teacher must have a large Share, but 
the level of the intellectual life of the 
school is always determined by the 
principal. 

Because of the large share the prin- 
cipal has in giving value to the school, 
more insistence should be i)ut upon 
the gualiflcations of men and women 
who are to be chosen for principal- 
ships. These qualifications should in- 
clude 'a broad general education, an 
intimate knowledu'li of the theoreTTcal 
and practical side of school work, and 
skill in administering the details of 
school management. It aeerns unfor- 
tunate that in too many instances the 
administrative side of the school is 
exalted far above the intellectual 
side. The degree of skill in the me- 
chanical aspect of school administra- 
tion should be counted a substitute for 
general education and pedagogy un- 
derstanding. 

With the rather rapid advance to- 
ward better salaries, a higher type of 
school principal should be demanded. 
It would seem an axiom that the prin- 
cipal of a school, who bjf virtue of the 
position should be a leader in all 
things intellectual and pedagogical, 
8h6uld be a scholar and a thinker, 
should know the best books on edu- 
cation, and should haxe a k6^ jkpri)re- 
etoUw of ed ii aa tto aal fate — . - - 



Tn school manai^enient it is easy to 
let routine take the place of mental 
activity. Mechanization can easily be 
made the keynote of school life. The 
only .-intidot.' for th«> <leadeni!iir effects 
of routine must be had in a stimulat- 
ing atmosphere created by a principal 
who knows that things of the mind 
and of the siiirit are the real values 
in educational work. 

But above all other qualifications, 
the princiia! must have a sympathetic 
understanding of child life. Lacking 
this, the principal lacks everything. 
There cannot be a life-giving atmos- 
lihere iti a school which is in charge 
of a principal who deals with children 
Inl ap unsympathetic si)irit. It is a 
crime rmninst childhood to l<eep s( bool 
children under the influence of a prin- 
cipal who does not win their love and 
confidence. Pupils always respond lo 
the touch of the quickening spirit of 
a principal who understands children 
and loves thotn. 

In the efforts that are being made 
to have better schools, let it not be 
forgotten that the iirincipal alone 
makes or unmakes a school. Much 
should be asked of principals In the 
way of mental and personal equip- 
ment. Meagerness of mentdl life or 
pettiness of aim should hn\ ( no place 
in the qualifications of a school prin- 
cipal.— Ameftcan flducfttioo.

In 1853, as a result of Com- 
modore Pfrrys expedition, Japan 
opened her ports to commerce.

What rrofession? What line of life 

work? 

Though these questions have been 
disposr'd of l y some college men and 
women at the outset of their college 
careers, to many they are still insist- 
ent pro' Irms as graduation draws 
near. The students stand at the cross- 
roads, one sign-post pointing to busi- 
ness, th ^ other to the professions. 

Never before in the world's history 
has the road to the professions forked 
off into so many branches. And one 
of thp latest that has been added to 
the .LToup is one of the most apjiealing, 
lioth because of the work itself and 
because of the gratification that comes 
with worth-while achievement. It is 
tie avenue of "community service." 

Maet^link has said that "It is the 
way in which hours of freeiiom are 
spent that determines, as much as 
war and labor, the moral worth of a 
nation." The leisure time is enor- 
mously potent, for good or for ill. And 
it is the luirpose of this new move- 
i ment — Community Service — to bend it 
to the former. Its aim is to or^nize 
the community for play to give the 
members, in other words, such direc-- 
tion as will enable them to make the 
most of those iirecious leisure iiours 
wherein their spirits may expand and 
their pewomdmes-flOOltth and grow 
vigorous. 

Thanks to the labor-saving devices, 
and legislation, the twenty-four hours 

of each day are generally divided into 
three equal periods— for labor, for 
recreation and for rest. Days gone by 
provided for the first and for the third, 
l)ut took no cognizance of the funda- 
mental importance of the second. To- 
day, however, the term recreation is 
bein,g analyzed back to its essential 
and literal meaning, and the process 
itself re( ognized as indeed an instru- 
ment of "re-creation" that cannot be 
overlooked. 

This new understanding, together 
with the unprecedented conditions un- 
der which modern humans live, has 
created a wide field for specialized 
workers who will give proper direction 
to the recreative aidivitios, It has 
thus established a new luofession for 
tamest and Intelligent men and 
women anxious for a constructive part 
in humanity's progress. 

Not only have the people of today, 
taken en masse, more free time, but 
tlu\v have also more money and more 
temptations and a wider vision, which 
results in more insistent demands on 
life. They live surrotmded by com- 
nierci;ili/(>d amusements. Tliratres, 
pool rooms, race tracks, dance halls, 
baseball games, cabarets and sundry 
other places of diversion are run in 
great numbers with a keen eye to 
profit and a liit-or-miss attitude in the 
ntatter of their reactions upon their 
|iat rons. 

All these things are well enough in 
their way and within their limits; but 
(with the exception of the dance hall 

and tile pool room liotli often ques- 
tionable in their moral tone) they pro- 
vide purely passive forms of recrea- 
tion and are th"refor(> not adcqnato 
for the full recreational needs of the 
individual. These needs involve activ- 
ity as well. A w'arning has been

"In my practice as physician in 
nervous and UK-ntal dis' ases, de- 
clares the noted New England medical 
psychologist. Dr. Boris Sidis. "I can 
s;iy without hesitation that I have not 
met a single case of nervousness or 
mental trouble caused by too much 
thinkini: or overstudy. 

"What produces nervousness is 
worry, emotional excitement, and lack 
of interest in the work." 

Worry is undoubtedly the ( hi< f 
cause of breakdown wrongly attrilm 
ted to overstudy worry •Jierhaps 
brought on i)y ignorance of elTicient 
study methods. * 

There are not a few students who 
prepare inadequately for examinations 
sini] ly because they do not know how- 
to learn to best advantage. They 
study hard, but to little purpose. Ap- 
|»re(iatint; this, they l)ei;in to worry 
over tiieir shortcomin.gs and their j)Oor 
examination prospects.

But the individual as a 
participant gains more. A nation of 
participators ifi hound ot \>o a stronuer 
more vital unit than a nation of on 
lookers. The capacity to do is 
streniithened by doing. Observing is | 
contributory, but performing is the 
main source of growth. 

There is an unicpie satisfaction in 
the mere doing of a thing. Most peo- 
ple would prefer to i e :>< tors rather 
than observers, but facilities are not 
always at hand, and they do not know 
how to arran-^e them on their own 
Initiative. 

Enter at this point— Community 
Service. Its task is to vh ar up the 
bewilderment and to provide the fa- 
cilities. Or rather, it directs the com 
ninnity in providing its own facilities. 
And right in this distinction is the 
real value of the work. Community 
Service is not somt-thing super- 
imposed upon a conunuuity.

GREATER COLLEGE 
TO RISE ON RUINS 
OF BURNED PLANT 



Trustees Act Quickly — Get 
Emergency Plant at 
Clearwater 



ESTIMATE LOSS $2S0,MO 



Followint; closely uiion the heels of 
the |250,00u fire which destroyed the 
greater part of the Southern College 
plant at Sutherland, oarly yp55terday 
morning .the board of trustees of the 
Institution, in joint s< s.^ion with the 
Clearwater Board of Trade last nijjht, 
formulated plans which provide for 
the reopening of Florida's Methodist 
denominational school on the morning 
of February 8, and which look ulti- 
mately toward tne speedy reeoiistruc- 
tion of the college plant, which it is 
said will in all probability continue to 
be loia'ed at Snthfr':n'i. 

Flames which originated iu the sec- 
tion oY the building near the kitchen, 

and which were discovered at four 
o'clock yesterday morning by college 
employes, were responsible for the de- 
struction of the big frainf> structure 
known as the girls' dormitory, and 
the administration buildiUK near by, 
which was of concrete and brick con- 
struction. The two buildings, it has 
been estiiii;».ted, were worth between 
$240,000 and |250,000, with only |42,- 
000 insurance. 

So rapidly did the blaze spread that 
volunteer fire-fighters were unable to 
even check their progress and devoted 
their efforts to getting the 126 girl 
students out of the burning dormitory, 
which was so qui( kly burned that 
forty or more of the pirl students 
were forced to fly from the flames clad 
only in their night clothes, leaving all 
of their clothing and other effects in 
the doomed structures . With nothing 
to stay the flames save the streams 
furnished by a small gasoline j)ump- 
ing station, tlie tlames spread so 
furiously (hat the entire lack of cas- 
ualties appears most inexplicable to 
those who recall that the first alarm 
was sounded in tlie ile;id of niRht, 
when practically all of the college peo- 
ple were sound asleep. 

Tho flames soon spread to the ad- 
ministration building, a short distance 
away, but that burned more slowly, 
and it was jiossible to save the Kre;iter 
part of the college records and some 
of the furnishings of that building be- 
fore the Are became so hot that 
salvage work had to be stopped. 

Clearwater ano Tarjjon Springs 
were called on the telei)hone and each 
sent fire-fighting apparatus, but the 
firemen could do little and in a few 
hours the doomed buildings were 
masses of embers. 

The bip: fire lit up the sky and peo- 
ple came from many miles, attracted 
by the brightness. 



The girls were accommodated in 
nearby houses, and yesterday relatives 
and friends from nearby towns took 
clothing and shoes to them. Assist- 
ance of all kinds was rendered. 

Clearwater to Give $10,000. 

"Citizens of Clearwater will raise a 
$10,000 fund to care for the immediate 
needs of the college and students," 
was the pledge assumed by a repre- 
sentativi' sJ^therint? of the niemhershii) 
of the Clearwater Hoard of Trade last 
night. And in earnest of their sin- 
cerity the membership, together with 
flieir guests— the mem In i s ol the 
Board of Trustees of Southern Col- 
lege — raised $2,000 as a starter, in a 
few minutes of subscription taking. 
The meeting of the Trustees and 
Board of Trade members, held In the 
Hoard of Trade rooms at Clearwater, 
was presided over by Mayor Frank 
Booth. 

Despite the crushini? nature of the 
loss, the trustees and friends of the 
college entered the meeting with ah 
expressed determination to arrange 
for the early resumption of collegiate 
work and the reconstruction of the 
plant at as early a ditte as possible. 
With the assurance that St. Peters- 
burg, Tarjion Springs and Clearwater 
would each contribute housing accom- 
modations for the temporary care of 
the college students, the principal 
business of the meeting was to decide 
upon which offer should be acceiited, 
the choice being in favor of a Clear- 
water location as a temporary school. 

Will Have Free Use of Big Hotel. 

Through E. T. Roux, the Clearwater 

Beach Development Conii)aiiy jirof- 
fered the free use of the Clearwater 
Beach hotel, a big srtucture amply 
capable of furnishing dormitory ac- 
commodations for the 126 or more 
girl students who were deprived of 
their lodging place by yesterday 
morning's fire. This structtire can Jic- 
eoiumodate from 150 to 200 persons, 
and the dining hall is capable of seat- 
ing around 250, which will practically 
care for ihr college student body, 
which it is said falls a little short of 
the 300 mark at present. 

Temporary dormitory accommoda- 
tions for the boys of the school will be 
constructed immediately at the l)each. 
near f!ie liot(d i)roperty. Tlieso tem- 
porary buildings will be similar in gen- 
eral style to army barrack buildings. 

The wooiien Iniilding destroyed yes- 
terday morning was occupied as the 
girls' dormitory, college kitchen, din- 
ing hall and president's residence. 
The administration building, located a 
few yards south of the wooden struc- 
ture, contained the study halls, class 
rooms and auditorium. 

Buildings out of line of the flames, 
which escaped undamaged, included 
the boys' dormitory, gymnasium and 
some smaller outbuildings. 

The girls' dormitory .which formed 
the center of the group, was the olflest 
building of the colle-c plant, having 
been originally operated as the South- 
em hotel.

DR. RUSSELL H, 

GONWELL LEGTURES 



On Tuesday evening Tallfthassee 
again had the opportunity and pleas* 

ure of hearing Dr. Russell H. Conwell 
give his famous lecture, "Acres of Dia- 
monds.'' During the past fifty years 
in which he has delivered this lecture 
5,996 times, he has helped 3,700 stu- 
dents through college by means of the 
financial returns. For many years Dr. 
Conwell has been the pastor of the 
Baptist Temple and President of Tem- 
ple University in Phila(leli)bia. 

Much interest has been expressed as 
to how the author obtained the title 
for this lecture. The explanation is 
tound in the story which a guide told 
him as they were going down the 
Tigris river to the Arabian gulf. There 
once lived near the shore of the River 
Indus an ancient Persian l)y the name 
of Al Hafed. He said that Al Hafed 
owned a large farm, had plenty of 
money, a beautiful wife and lovely 
children. 

One day a Buddhist priest told Al 
Hafed how this old world was made 
and how the valuable minerals were 
formed as the earth gradually cooled. 
The last to be formed were diamonds. 
Said the priest: "A diamond is a con- 
gealed drop of sunlight" — ^which la 
literally true. Al Hafed heard all 
aoout the wonderful power and wealth 
he would hiive if ue only had soiiAi'* 
diamonds. Determined to be an 
owner of diamonds, he gave up all hfs 
possessions and searched the world 
far and wide, only to die a poor and 
lonely man. 

It was Al Hal'ed's successor who 
found a strange eye of light in a shal- 
low stream. From that farm devel- 
op(Ml the diamond mines of Golconda. 
Had Al Hafed remained at home and 
dug in his own fields Instead of search- 
ing far from home for wealth he would 
have had Acres of Diamonds. 

This story contains a lesson for 

every one who has ever heard it, and 
Dr. Conwell illustrated the word with 
many incidents of how poor boys and 
girls have obtained wealth not by 
holding a great office but by making 
themselves necessary and valuable to 
their community. Why does one mer- 
chant go ueyond another? Why does 
one manufacturer outsell any other? 
It is sinii)ly because one has found out 
what people want and does waste his 
money buying things they do not need. 

Remember, if you are going to in- 
vest your life, or talent, or money, you 
must look around and see what people 
need and then invest yourself or yojir 
money in that which they need most. 
Then your fortune will be made, for 
they must take care of you. That is 
what A. T. Stewart did until he was 
worth forty millions of dollars. 

People think they must go away or 
live in a large city in order to become 
wealthy ;but through the many in- 
teresting illustrations it was shown 
how many of th(^ millionaires of 
America have made their fortunes in 
small towns. 

Greatness consists not in holding an 
office, but in doing great deeds with 
little means — in the accomplishment 
of vast purposes, from the private 
ranks of life — in benefitting one's own 
neighborhood, In blessing one's own 
city, the community in which be 
dwells.

BIG SURPRISE TO FORDNEY

Washington, D. C— It Is a fair state- 
ment that the most remarkable testi- 
mony before the ways and means 
committee during the hearings on the 
tariff at this session was uivfn a few 
days ago by Prof. George VV. Carver, 
of Tuskeegee Institute, Alabama, in 
behalf of the i)eainit, with incidental 
observatjous on the sweet potato. 

Prof. Carver is a colored man. To 
say that he made the ways and nu>:in3 
committee "sit up and take notice" is 
to put it mildly. He showed In a few 
minutes that he probably know more 
about the peanut and its possibilities 
than anybody else in the world. 

After President P. D. Bain of the 
United Peanut Association, and other 
persons engaged in the various peanut 
industries had made their statements 
to the committee showing why a duty 
of 4 cents a pound on j>t aiiiits is asked 
in the permanent tariff bill now being 
formulated. Chairman Fordney said 
that the coinniittoe had been asked to 
hear Prof. Carver. 

When the latter took the stand the 
chairman addressed him in this "hur- 
ry ui) " fashion; 

"All right, Mr. Carver, we will give 
you ten minutes." 

When the witness had talked for ten 
minutes the chairman voluntarily said: 
"Go ahead; your time is nnlirnitfd, ' 

Starting off with the striking propo- 
sition that the peanut and the sweet 
IJOtato constitute together * a p« rfertly 
balanced ration" for humanity, and 
that "if all the other vegetable food- 
stuffs were destroyed, all the nutri- 
ment In them could be supplied with 
these two products of tlie soil, the 
Tuskegee specialist proceeded to as- 
tonish the committee and the specta- 
tors by exhibiting; jjcanut derivatives 
which they Imd never dreamed of. For 
instance: 

Cyver: "A short time ago we found 
how to extract milk from peanuts. 
Here is a Imttle of peanut milk. It is 
absolutely impossible to tell that from 
cow's milk in looks; the cream rises 
on it the same as on cow's milk, and 
in fact it has much the same composi- 
tion. This specimen is made especial- 
ly for ice cream making. It inalNes tlie 
most delicious ice cream that I have 
ever eaten." 

Congrpssmaii Carew: "How does it 
go in a punch?" 

Carver: "Well, I will show you some 
punches." (Laughter.) "Here is one 
with orange, and here is one with 
lemon, and here is one with cherry." 

Carew: "Do these violate the Vol- 
stead law?" 

Carver: "No, sir. I heard some one 
ask what kind of a box this is. It is 
a Pandora's box, I guess; it never gets 
empty. Here is a l)ottle of butter- 
niilk; very rich in fats and very de- 
lightful." 

Congressman Hawley: "Is that 
made from the peanut?" 

Carver: "Made from the peanut 
milk; yes, sir. And here is another 
very attractive product of the peanut 
—an instant coffee. And this is a bot- 
tle of Worcestershire sauce from pea- 
nuts." 

Chairman Pordney here called for 

order in the committe(^ room. Com- 
mitteemen and spectators were all 
amused as well as interested. They 
wondered what was coming next. It 
is safe to say that the committee will 
never think of the peanut hereafter as 
a small proposition. 

Carver (proceeding) : "Now, the pea- 
nut milk has about the same amount 
of curds that cow's milk has, ^nd the 
curds can be taken out and made into 



the various tancy cti«eses, such as the 
Neufchatel and Edam. Now, this is 
a pomade — a face cream, just as soft 

and just as fine as the famous almond 
cream, and it has the quality of van- 
ishing as soon as it is put on. Then 
we have liere a bottle of ink. 1 find 
that the peanut makes a very fine 
quality of ink. And then here is a bot- 
tle of mock oysters. The ])eanut curds 
can be made into mock meat dishes 
so thoroughly that It Is impossible to 
tell them from meat. We are going 
to use less and less meat just as soon 
as science touches these various veg- 
etable products and teaches us how to 
use them." 

Congressman Carew: "Did you 
make all of these prcidncts yourself?" 

Carver: "Yes, sir; they are made in 
the research laboratory at Tuskegee. 
The sweet potato prohicts number 107 
to date. I have not finished working 
with them yet. The iieanut products, 
are going to beat the sweet potato 
products by far. I have just begun 
with the ])eaiuit. I have with me a 
number of other things produced from 
the peanut — probably twenty-flve or 
tliirty others, including various wood 
dyes and stains." 

"'^F'course, the witness described the 
numerous uses of the peanut whii b 
are familiar to the general public— the 
butter and the oils made from it, and 
the many confections. He also de- 
scribed peanut cake for breakfast food 
and a combination of peanut meal and 
"peanut hay" which .mixed with mo- 
lasses and chinaberries, makes a valu- 
able tonic food for live stock. There 
seemed to be no end to his magic. 
This was one of bis striking state- 
ments in con( lu.sion: 

"If we think of how the peanut is 
used, it is the only thing that Is uni- 
versally used among civilized and un- 
civilized people, and all sorts of ani- 
mals like it. It is a natural diet that 
was intend^ everybody should 

use." 

Here Chairman Fordney asked Prof. 
Carver what school In had :itte!ided, 

"The last school 1 attended," replied 
the witness, "was the Agricultural 
College of Iowa. You douldleas re- 
member Mr. James Wilson, who 
served in the cabinet here so long. He 
was my instructor for six years." 

Congressman Carew: "You have 
rendered Uie committee a great serv- 
ice." 

Congressman Garner: "1 think lie is 
entitled to the thanks of the commit- 
tee" (Applause.) 

The Chairman: 'We want to com- 
pliment you on the way ywi have 
iiandled your subject." —Savannah 
News.

Madame Doverough Seeking Advance 

Methods. 



Madame Deverough, head of the De- 
partment of Home Economics of the 
National Trainiiit; Sciiof)! of Paris, 
kindly consfntf;! to speak to tli ' stu- 
dents in chaiH'l Tuesday on the work 
which sh' lias lieen doinij; in Fiance. 
She is in tliis country as a rciircstMita- 
tivc of ttip Krt'iifh Covernnient in or- 
der to stBdy ihe methods used in the 
demonstration work carried on by tne 
extension (itM)artnuMits of the various 
state roll* iif's and u^iv^■rsiti('s and by 
the l)ci)artiiH'iit of Agriculture. While 
in Tallahassee Madame Deverough was 
the guest of the Home Economics De- 
partment of the C^lleiie. 

The training school of which she is 
the nead is a comparatively new Insti- 
tution, fur it has been in oiieration 
only ten yeais, and is the only school 
of Its kind in France. It Is situated at 
about a two hours' ride from Paris In 
the midst of large grounds very simi- 
lar to our College P'arni, wlu re cows, 
sheep, hogs and poultry are raised. 
The produce from this farm not only 
supplies the dining room of the school, 
but miicn of it is used by tin- l>t)mes- j 
tic Science Department in demonstrat- | 
Ing to the students the most praistical i 
and efficient methods of utilizing all 
raw mat'Tials. 

There are about four hundred stu- 
dents between the ages of six and flf- 

tecn. The older uiils. those from 
twelvp to fil'tecn years of age, are i 
taught home economics. The classes j 
meet three times a week for periods 
of two hours each, and tne lessons are j 
on cookiiiLT. liri ssinakiim and the care 
of the home. Many of the girls are 
putting themselves throuuli school, and 
the school anttini itlcs d ) all in their 
power to assist tni'in. Scliola rshijis are 
offer(>d. and itiosf iris whose fathers 
were killed during the war are given 
their tuition. 

In the suniiner a .Xorinal School is 
held In which courses for teachers are 
giveh. The entrance to these courses 
is based on competitive oxamlnatlons 
oiten to higii sciiool giaduates only. 
Many more girls ai)ply than can be ad- 
mitted, for from every one hundred 
girls who pass the examinations only 
thirty are taken. Thore are now be- 
tween forty-five and fifty girls in this 
Summer School, but everything pos- 
sible is being done to enlarge the fa- 
cilities of the school on account of the 
urgent n'v'd fnr tencners in thr rural 
districts. These girls are taught cook- 
ing, sewing, dressmaking and the care 
of cnililren. The work also incltid^s 
study of tlie proper care of potiltry 
and bees. In the winter the iiornial 
students are divided into groups of 
eight or twelve each, forming what are 
known as rMf)vin'j: schools, Thcs(> 
schools stay in one place for turee 
months and then move on to another 
part of ths district. Classes are con- 
ducted at each place, hut public dem- 
onstrations are not given, and it is this 
particular branch of homo economics 
work that Madame Deverough is es- 
pecially intereRt«>d in observing. Each 
school carries nil enuii)meTit necessary, 
evon inclndiiiu: a bal<iim: oven, if the 
town in which classes are being held 
cannot supply one. There were forty 
of these schools last summer, and this 
- summer there will be twenty more. In 
a few placf>s permanent schools have 
been established.

Two Amer- 
ican younu women, doing welfare work 
in Poland under the Y. W. C, A., have 
"rented a baby" for six months, ac- 
cortlint; to a letter just received from 
one of them at Y. \V. C. A. head- 
quarters in New York. This novel 
action is the result of much thought 
on the part of the younj; wouien, they 
assure their friends. The mother of 
the baby could not afford to support 
the cJiild (luring the winter, and as all 
the asylums were full, she was al»out 
to allow the child to be adopted, when 
the Y. W. C. A. secretaries offered to 
take the child and pay for it until 
suumier. The mother may be able to 
provide for it after that. 

"The Hoover meal," of stew, cocoa 
and bread, was on the menu of most 
of tlie Y. \V. C. A. cafeterias and 
lunch rooms in the United Stales on 
February first, when in response to 
an earnest appeal from Herbert 
Hoover, chairman of the Euroi)ean 
Relief Council, the total receipts of 



this no()n-da\- meal in Association (taff^- 
terias will be donated to the fund for 
starving European children. The cafe- 
terias will serve their varii'd ilishcs, 
as usual, but will add the "Hoover 
meal" (the fare that is fed to the 
hunfiry children at the food kitchens 
in Europe) for those who wisli to 
contribute in this way. 

One of the eifiht cafeterias in New 
York City aloiu' serves an average of 
2,344 people every noon, so that a 
spirit of optimism is not unwarranted 
in regard to the total amount which 
may lie received for the fund on that 
day (total amount has not been pub- 
lished to date).

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The Work of the Near East 
Relief 

World-Famous Men Are Backing This 
Enterprise. 

A few years ago, when in the dark- 
est moments of the war the Germans 

were pressing toward Paris, and tlie 
Turks, under German tutelage, were 
cutting their way to the East, two 
nations came to the rescue. On the 
\vi stern trout American manhood 
broke the deadlock. In Asia-Minor tlic 
small Armenian-Assyrian army threw 
itself across the enemy's path leading 
froiu the Blacis to tiic ('asi)ian seas 
and saved Asia to the Allies. 

Today the cliililrtu oi this brave 
eastern army are on tlic verge of 
starvation. More than 210,000 orphans 
have been rescued by American funds, 
hut for each of tiWM^ fortnnatf chil- 
dren there are three lielpless waifs 
hiding in mountain caves or ruined 
hovt Is and feeding iii)on grass or re- 
fuse. During the past year 1,000,000 
human beings left destitute by Turk- 
ish brigandage wt>re fed and slicjtered. 
Surrounded now by enemies- Turiush 
nationalists, Kurds and Bolshevists 
part of the Armenian republic has 
been overrun and thousands of people 
who were re-establishiiiL; themselves 
have been driven from their homes. 
Into Constantlnoule. Batum, Tiflis, 
Alei)po and other centers the roads are 
jammed with refugee women and chil- 
dren, shoeless, almost naked, and 
without food. At the recpiest of the 
Ameritan Red Cross, Russian exiles, 
numbering 189,000, who have just 
reached Constantinople, are cared for 
by the Near East Relief. 

"Relief work in this section of the 
world," writes President Wilson, "is 
entirely under the diriction of the 
Near East Relief, incorporated by 
Congress. Since this organization was 
formed it has raised and disbursed 
with great i conomy and efficiency 
more than $41,000,000. It has com- 
missioned more than a thousand work- 
ers of whom more than 500 are now 



in the Near East, administering 229 
orphanages, 03 hospitals, 11 rescue 
homes and numerous industrial enter- 
prises, in addition to an enormous re- 
lief work. A nation has been saved 
and at least a million persons are alive 
today who would have perished but 
for the generosity of Americans."

There arc many re.isniis why Near 
East Relief has been able to accom- 1 
plish its work with the minimum of I 
administrative exiieiise. Many men 
and women of means have contributed , 
large sums to keep the relief machine I 
running. The .Xiueric.an Red Cross 
and American Relief Administration 
have donated money and supplies; the 
United States Navy and Merchant Ma- 
rines have given cargo space; foreign 
missionary boards and colleges have 
grunted the use of their buildings, 
while former barracks and other ,gov- 
« riiment structtires have been re(pii- 
sitioned; trucks have been donated, 
and trains under allied commissions 
have lies n placed at the committee's 
disposal; the Y. M. C. A., Y. \V. C. A., 
and K. of C. have sent personnel to co- 
operate without expense to Near East 
Reli, r, while the largo staff adniinis- 
leiing relief and caring for the chil- 
dren have volunteered on the expense 
basis of $.")!» per month. Money in- 
vested in industrial enterprises wiiere 
the refugees manufacture food prod- 
ucts, clothing and shoes has been mul- 
tiplied many times. 

Near East Relief is apnealing to 
Florida to care for 3,000 children, lo- 
cated in orphanaues at Tre/ihon i. a 
seafiort on the Hlack Sea. They are 
utterly helpless, with no government 
to grant them aid, no fathers to trive 
them bread, no mothers to lovu them 
and nurse them to health. Five dol- 



lars i)er month, sixty dollars per year, 
is the amount fixed to jtrovidu these 
children with three meals a day to 
supl)ly suffi(dent (dothes to keep them 
warm, to shelter them from the deep 
snows and bitter winds of winter, and 
to train them to earn their daily bread 
as soon as they are old and strong 
enough to work. 

The need is even greater than this, 
for there are many women and girls 
who were stohMi into th(> harems of 
the "unspeakable Turks" and who 
must remain there until funds are 
available to rescue them and bring 
them back to a new life. 

To the people of the Near East, 
.America is the one altruistic nation, 
th(! one people capable of realizing an 
ideal; the one model ui)on which can 
! be built a new America in Bible Lands. 
! riread with tea, sometimes soup, 
even an occasional onion, is the diet 
I three times a day for most of these 
'children. We cannot give them less. 
'rh( y de]iend upon Florida for very 
life, and Florida will not fail.

One binidred years before the discov- 
ery of America that persecution was 
begun which has lasted until this day, 
and Armenia has ben r' tluced from a 
strong nation of fifty million people to 
a miserable remnant of scarcely three 
million. 

The Armenian people are almost 
patriotic fanatics. In spite of persecu- 
tion, tbey will not leave their home 
land unlf'ss they are al)so]utely forced 
to do so. As a people they have a re- 
markably pure family life, and it is 
due to-her women that Armenia is still 
alive, for the women have adhered to 
Christ. Thus has the Armenian race 
been preserved, since in that country 
to he a Mohammedan is to be a Turk. 

Eighty-five per cent of the Armen- 
ians are farmers^ <and they are excel-

Mankind's whole history has been a 
desire to express himself. This ex- 
I)ression has in different eras taken 
widely different forms, but among un- 
educated people living close to the 
soil, i. e., the pf^isant classes of Eu- 
rope, the expression has taken the 
form of singing and dancing. In their 
'e'sttTB Tnoments from hard work these 
peasants played, and their recreation 
almost always took the form of 
dancing and singing games, which 
they had inherited from their fathers 
and forefathers. This dancing was 
not the result of training, but was the 
result of an inherent thing; it was 
entirely niuonscious. a very different 
thing from conscious dancing, and was 
always danced by groups— never by 
individuals. 

Mr. Rabold says that he teaches 
English folk dances simply because 
he knows them better. These are 
divided into three distinct divisions: 
(1) the Sword Dances, which are the 
oldest type and are due to a stage of 
culture called the totem stage, through 
which every people has passed; (2) 
the Morris Dances, which were an 
agricultural development, for primitive 
man had no means of knowing that 
the spring would surely come again, 
so he made a great ado over it, and 
the Morris dances were a part of his 
worship of the gods of the spring- 
time; and the country dances. 

Dr. Rabold concluded his talk by 
calling our attention to the fact that 
dancing is not a side issue in the his- 
tory of man, but that it's roots are 
laid deep in the real life of all primi- 
tive peoples.

Paris girls are so enthusiastic about 
the Y. W. C. A. recreation ct nters tliat 
they have succeeded in raising money 
to continue the work after the Amer- 
ican Y. W. C. A. secretaries withdraw, 
according to Miss Mary Diugman, 
chief executive of Y. W. C. A. activi- 
ties in France, who has recently re- 
turned to the United States. Young 
French women who have been asslst- 
intj the American directors since the 
beginning of the work and during the 
war days will carry on the centers. 
American secretaries are also with- 
drawing from the directing commit- 1 
tees of women's chihs now that French j 
women are ready to tai\e over the ; 
work. One of these clubs, a pioneer 
of women's clubs in Paris, established 
by the Y. W. C. A. at the Hotel Petro- 
grad early in the war .has entered 
upon its fourth year with unabated 
popularity— National Board. 

Word comes from Minnesota that 
the St. Paul Y. W. C. A. has added to 
its list of educational classes a course 
in motor car mechanics to meet the 
request of the increasing nninher of 
feminine automobile drivers. The ' 
mysteries of the motor car will be ex- ' 
plained in lecture form first and thi ni 
actual deinoiisrtations will be given in' 
the garage o£ the Y. W. C. A.— Na 
tional Board. 



Aid Extended in Czeko- 
Slovakia 

According to the latest reports from 
the Y. W. C. A. and Y. M. A. in 
Czecko-Slovakia, emigrants are travel- 
ing to America through Prague at a 
rate of 1,400 per month. Unalile to 
find sleeping quarters, a good half of 
these people were forced to spend the 
night in the streets until recently, 
when the V. W. C. A. and Y. M. C. A., 
aided by the ministry for social wel- 
fare, converted former military sleep- 
iiy^ barracks into sit ejiing quarters. 
Over 150 beds have been installed in 
two rooms, the larger sleeping room 
for women and children, the smaller 
for men. lU-tween these there is a 
dining room in which they can obtain 
food for small amounts of money. In 
this refuge they stay until the date of 
their sailing. They are protected from 
robbery and unnecessary detainment 
by unscrupulous officials. Tnfoiiiintion 
and aid in every possible way is ex- 
tended to the emigrant on his long 
journey to America.

In introducing Mr. Wjlke, of Minne- 
sota, president of the Association, 
Judge Ellis told the story of the time 
Mr. Fairbanks, while running for vice- 
president of the United Stales, was 
entertained by a commercial club In 
St. Paul. The president of the club 
introduced the speaker as follows: 
•'Ladies and (ii ntlemen; I have been 
requested to introduce Mr. Fairbanks, 
who will make a si)eech.

Conradi said th;it when he first read 
in the I apers that the N. E. A. would

Progress in Athletics Since 
1912 



We are hardly able to appreciate 

our present state of development in 
athletics until we review the first 
Field Day in 1912. Some of the child- 
ish feats of that time, which had to 
be used lor lack of scientific equip- 
ment, should only tend to malte us 
more appreciative of what we have 
now. It should make every student 
who has the least tendency towards 
athletics want to enter for Reld Day 
and avail herself of some of the un- 
usual traininu that our teachers are 
able and glad to give beginners or ad- 
vanced athletes. The beginners are 
especially ur.ced to "try out," for 
every one who has spent any time on 
the field realizes the advantages and 
does not need to be ur,e;ed. Of fourse, 
It recpiin's time; any tiling worth 
while does. 

Anybody could go out and join the 
sack races In 1912; that was not a 
matter of skill and perfected form or 
mental effort correlated with physical 
action. Let Miss Katie tell you how 
much form means and you win be 
more ready to appreciate the work 
accomplished on Field Day even 
though you aren't amonu flie st^lected. 
If you think real science hasn't en- 
tered into our athletics, note the list 
of feats for the first Field Day in 
1912:

These were tlie athletics for the 
year. Since then we have added the 
discus, shot-put, hurdles and javelins, 
and have tawen a separate day for 
water sports, besides creating the an- 
nual tennis tournament. 

The Point System. 

Not only have the events been im- 
proved and cbanged, but also the 
method of scoring them. This per 
cent is taken from the national rec- 
ords; that Is, what per cent of the 
latest national record each local rec- 
ord is. By this we can note bur ath- 
letic advance towards maximum rec- 
ords. It is interesting to note how 
this per cent for the F. S. C. best all- 
round athlete has increased each year 
until it went above the national record 
of 100 per cent in one event and F. S. 
C. set the standard up a few points.

The Crossnore School offers a 
splendid opportunity for those girls 
who are iiurrfsti-d in social service 
work. There are three plans open to 
applicants. 

The first is for Seniors or Kirls who 
are not going to •chool next year. The 
student goes up to Crossnore as soon | Harris 
as school is out, and the months of 
June and July serve as a probation 
period . During these two mouths she 
receives a salary of $50 a month, do- 
ing any l<ind of work that she wishes 
to, either among the older people, who 
(^not read and write, or the chll- 
dra^, or perhai)8 she gets up plays or 
supervises play. She is on h* r own 
initiative and when the schdbl starts 
in August she will be taken on the 
teaching staff at regular school salary. 

The second plan is for a girl who 
wishes to spend a month or two in 
the mountains. She also is on her 
own initiative and finds her own 
work. She pays her railroad fare both 
ways and the school pays her ex- 
penses while she is there. 

The third plan is for a girl who 
wishes to become acquainted with the 
work in the expectation of entering It 
more fully at some future period. If 
any sueh gtrl happe*^ to be in the 
neighborhood or if she wishes to come 
from a distance she can come for two 
or three v c-eks. She will pay all her 
own expenses, but is given the oppor 
tunity to

Dr. Moor on the Prevention 
of Malaria 

Dr. Moor, the college physician, 
talkPd to us In ch^nel, T.uesdav morn- 
inir on the mosquIto Mid its relation to 
health. 

According to Dr. Moor, there are 

three diseases caused by the mos- 
quito — Dengue fever, yfdlow fever and 
malaria. We have not had an epi- 
demic of Dengue fever since 1900, and 
yellow fever also has been largely 
eliminated through the eradication of 
the fever-bearing mosquito. Dr. Moor 
called especial attention to the won- 
derful work which has been done in 
the Canal Zone in the way of exter- 
minating yellow fever. Paiiama Is 
now a health resort, the death rate 
being lower than in any city of 50,000 
In the United States. 

There are two ways of looking at 
the malaria problem. If it were not 
for the mosquito we would not be 
bothered by the spread of malaria, 
hut if it were not for the malaria pa- 
tient the mosquito would be harmless. 
The anopheles, or malaria-carrying 
mosquitb, never carries malaria 
through the winter, but the infected 
human body does, so when we come 
down to the last analysis the human 
iKdntr is really responsible for infect- 
ing the mosquito anew every year. 
For this reason every person inf^ted 
with malaria should look upon this in- 
fection as a serious menace to the 
public health as well as to his per- 
sonal health and should do all in hia 
power to rid himseli of th# disease, 
and thus cease being a source of In- 
fection. 

In our fight against the mosquito, 
Dr. Moor emphasized that the mos- 
quito is a "domestic fowl." Under 
normal conditions a mosquito will not 
travel two hundred yards from the 
place where it is hatched. This sim- 
|)lifies very much the problem of de- 
stroying the mosquito in any com- 
munity. The thorough investigation 
of each piece of property in a com- 
munity and the thorough elimination 
of mosquito-breeding places would de- 
crease malaria 75 per cent in that 
community. > 
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Southern necessarily, through the loss 
of all her buildings, is also pushing a ' 
cami iiimi for funds.

a mosqtiito ii^llls with its body paral- 
lel to the .surface on which It rests it 
Is harmless, but If it lights with its 
body tilted up it is an anopholes mos- 
quito. 

Both the larva and mos(iuito are 
nearly always round near human 
habitations. The c^-.s are laid In 
small groups on the surface of water, 
dirty water being preferred. The 
wiggletails do not live like fish, as 
some people seem to think, but come 
to the surface to breathe. Therefore, 
if a film of oil is i)laced on the to|) of 
the water they will soon die, being 
unable to obtain oxygen. 

On this ianipus the fountain it a 
particuiarly good breeding place. 
Around the base there are many shel- 
tered nooks that would alTord excel- 
lent housekeeping facilities for the 
mosquito. A few gold fish placed in 
the fountain, however, would elimin- 
ate all danger from tins direction, for 
goldfish and wiggletalls are natural 
enemies. The ditches and dripi)ing 
faucets around the campus should l)e 
attended to also. A lihn of oil will 
make the ditches harmless and new 
washers on the faucets would stop the 
leaks. Old cans and bottles are one 
of the most common breeding places, 
but there are not many of these on 
the campus. All these things should 



be inspected weekly and then there 
would be no possibility of mosquitoes 
on this cami)us. 

Since the purpose of the "F" Club 
is to aid in raising the health condi- 
tions on this cami)ns, it has been sug- 
gested that work for the extermina- 
tion of mosquito-breeding places in 
this vicinity be placed under their 
supervision.

Dr. Smart is a 
mi iiiltcr of the faculty of the Candler 
Jlchool of Theology, Emory University 
The addresses which he gave wore 
thoroughly enjoyid by all who heard 
him, and his audiences are deeply 
grateful to the T. W. C. A. for secur- 
ing such an interesting and able 
speaker. 

Dr. Smart chose as the subject of 
his talk, the "Bible." 

Never has there been a book so 
misused aud misunderstood as the 
Bible. No other book could have lived 
if It had been subjected to such treat- 
ment. The Bible is a literary expres- 
sion of the religious development of 
a people and not a source book for 
any and every suhjert. It is not a 
8<flentific book, and those who wrote 
it did not intend for it to answer all 
questions. It is the headlight which 
lights the main track. If anyone 
wishes to illumine tlie sidelines they 
must get some other light. Head- 
lights cannot brighten the sides of the 
track. 

Civilization today rests on this 
Book, and it is to be hoped that peo- 
ple will cease to subject it to that 
misuse which it has undergore for 
renturie.s. .viay the leaders of tomor- 
row give to it that interpretation 
which shall bear rightly upon the 
questions with which they v^ill have 
to deal and which will demand the re- 
spect of intelligent men aad women. 



Home Economics Lecture 



Dr. Langworthy Speaks to Home 
Economics Stuclents. 



Last Tuesday morning the girU of 
the Home Economics department were 

the fortunate audience of Dr. C. F. 
Langworthy, of the Washington Bu- 
reau of Home Economics. The work 
of this bureau, which is one of the 
most important divisioils of the De- 
part nunt (,t Agriculture, is to provide 
subject matter for extension work and 
to see that the right use is made of 
the food and rlothinp; supply. Dr. 
Langworthy defined home economics 
as the art of right living. 

The Bureau is divided Into three 
offices — editorial, household manage- 
ment, and experimental. The first of- 
fice collects and popularises material 
which will be helpful to farmers, 
h()usekeei)ers and teacher.s. It also 
furnishes weekly editorials for news- 
papers and periodicals. Tbe second 
office works out methods and facts 
concerning the care of clotl\ing, 
iiooks and household equipment. The 
third office attempts to solve culinary 
problems by experiment. One of the 
princii)al features of this experimental 
work is the study of proper diet. 

"No subject," said Dr. Langworthy, 
"offers such a wide and Interesting 
future as does home economics. The 
man or woman who takes it as a life 
work need never feel ashamed, for 
there Is nothing which is common or 
unclean when we study ti for the good 
of man.

On last Friday night Dr. Smart, of 
Emory University, spoke in the audi- 
torium. Dr. Smart took as the subject 
of his talk the verse from the Bible, 
"I am come that they might have life 
and might have It more abundantly." 

Sometimes, especially during these 
beautiful spring days, it seems to us 
that we had much rather do some- 
thing else than stay in scliool. ])ut 
when we look into the future and 
weigh the consequences we are afraid 
not to stay. 

People have oftentimes felt this 
way about religion. They have given 
up the pleasures of the world because 
they must at some future time give an 
account of all they have done. They 
have interpreted religion as meaning 
emptiness of lite. They have meas- 
ured religion by the number of things 
they gave up — a sort of "salvation by 
subtraction." 

Jesus did not interpret religion in 
that way. He was Interested In all 
human relations. He found God in 
all the beauty of the Universe. He 
come tliat we might have more abun- 
dant life. The highest life is thr< life 
of highest ability to respond. A man 
does not l)egin to live until he l(^arns 
his relationship to God and until he 
learns to respond to God. How many 
of us live in the presence of God all 
our lives without ever realizing it? 
How mnay of us ask Jesus to give us 
the proper perspective to life; to tell 
us what success means and to tell us 
what Ufe itself means?

Four 
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Girl Teaches Nation to Play 

Miss Anne Smith, of Scranton, Pa., 
who arrived in New York from 
Prague, Czecho-Slovakia, last week, 
introduced national playgrounds whicb 
were attended by over 150,000 chil- 
dr&n of different nationalitieB there. 
For the past two years hers has been 
the job of putting the League of Na- 
tions into actual practice, keepini 
peace among children of the Czeens. 
Poles, Magyars and Germans. 

"Hatred ran high on our opening 
day," said Miss Smith. "German 
youngsters were found in possession 
of the sand piles, the Magyars the 
flowt r 1)(m!s, the Slovalis the swings, 
and the Poles the fences, energetically 
engaged In spitting at one another. 
'Racial hatred is too deeply rooted,' 
said a Czech visitor to me. 'You will 
never teach them to play together.' 
To her surprise, in a few months the 
atmosphere was amiable and happy. 
Racial prejudices had been forgotten 
in sportsmanlike fairness and mental 
and physical development." 

The government of Czecho-Slovakia, 
impressed by Miss Smith's demon- 
stration work, believes that the Amer- 
ican playground movement will do 
much to assimilate the different iieo 
pies that make up the new republic. 
At the request of the government. 
Miss Anni(^ Smith, reereation exi)ert 
of the Y. W. C. A. staff in Prague, 
was loaned to Introduce American 
games to the nation. The playgroundf 
which were the joint contribution of 
the Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. C. A. to 
the republic, which largely share ! in 
the expense, have been taken over by 
the govemmpnt. Over four hundred 
native n'crc.'itional leaders, trained by 
Miss Smith, will carry forward the 
work.

Great Advancement in Past Twanty- 



Mrs. Moore, who for the last twenty 
eight years has been doing Presby 
terian mission work in Japan, spoke 
IB chapel Saturday. Mrs. Moore told 
of the conditions existing among 
women when she went to Japan, and 
compared them to present-day condi- 
tions. 

.\bout thirty years ago, in Japan, 
girls were required to go to school 
only four years. Now, six years' at- 
tendance is required. In tliis time 
they can learn to read the newspapers, 
which in that oomitry is so sinaU ac- 
complishment. To do this, they must 
learn ten thousand s(piare Chinese 
characters. Some of which are very 
diflicult to remdii^>«r. 

It is interesting to note that while 
their spoken languages are entirely 
dilTeront, the Japanese, Ciiinese and 
Korean people communicate with each 
other in writing with perfect ease. 

After the period of compulsory edu- 
cation has been completed, parents 



tiOB is fast becoming a necMSlty for 

many of these girls, and to meet this 
need, plans for a non-denominational 
college are being made. The Imperial 
University at Toklo provides for the 
higher education of the young men of 
the country. In connection with the 
Imperial University, however, a med- 
ical college for women Is conducted. 
This school has over four hundred 
graduates, and these women have 
boen largely instrumental In bettering 
health conditions In Japan. 

There are about twenty newspapers 
edited and subscribed to by women. 
In addition to. these, there -are many 
periodicals to which women contribute 
and some of which deal exclusively 
with subjects that are of interest to 
women. Many of the young women 
are taking up stenographie work and 
making a marked success of it. Other 
forms of business are being entered 
Into, and there are sevei'al women 
who have attained great prominence 
and influence in the financial world. 

Most of these things are due to 
Christian education, but there is still, 
a pressing need for more teachers.

American Girls Warned by 
Parit Y. W. C A. Not to

So many Anifrieans, particularly 
woiiM II ,;ire arriving in Paris expect- 
ing to find work and soon finding 
themselves without funds, that Miss 
Edna C. Sandlin, exenitivc for the 
Y. W. C. A. in France, sent a warning 
of conditions. 

"Ameriran women and girls should 
be advised not to conic to France, un- 
less they have money enough to last 
for at least six months in the prohable 
event of not finding a position." says 
Ali.ss Snndlin.

Twenty-three I^elgiaii fellows have 
been enrolled in eleven .\nierican uni- 
versities, and twenty-two fellows In 
four Belgian universities during the 
current academic year. These ex 
change fellowships were established 
in the spring of 1920 under the Joint 
auspices of the Commission for Relief 
in Belgium Educational Foundation, 
Inc., in America, and the F'ondation 
Universltaire in Belgium. Their ot)- 
ject is the exchange of intellertual 
ideas and the promotion of clost r n 
lations between Belgium and Amer- 
ica. 

The permanent endowment fund rep 
resents some residue from the sales 
of foodstuffs both outside and inside 
Beluiuni, largely accrued during the 
period of the armistice under the 
Commission for Relief in Belgium, 
which continued in service until 
April. 1919, and of the Comite Na- 
tional, which was tin- associate or- 
ganization of the American commis- 
sion and was made up of a great num- 
ber of Belgian people under the direc- 
tion of distinguished Belgian business 
men. 

After the armistice it was desirable 
that the system of providing mess 
food supplies be continued until such 
a time as Belgium should have re- 
established herself on a pre-war basis. 
In Novenihi r, ITMS, thi re were approx- 
imately 90i),UOO people receiving free 
food, while the balance of the popula- 
tion of al'out 7,000,00 people were still 
able to find local money with which 
to pay for their rations. 

Under the arrangements of the 
Comite National the Belgians who had 
tnoiiey hail always charged theins<'lves 
a small profit, which was expended in 
support of the totally destitute. With 
the armistice, the amazing industry, 
vitality and ingenuity of the Belgian 
population showed itself tn immediate 
and astonishing rapid reduction of the 
totally destitute, so that not only was 
there an accuimilation of profit for- 
merly expended for the destitute, but 
a new profit from the former desti- 
tute, whose pride prompted theni to 
begin paying as fast as they secured 
employment or were able to lome 
again into possession of iiroperty over 
which they had lost control during the 
occupation. 

No {)\iestion ever arose hut that 
thes profits or margins were the prop- 
erty of the people of Belgium. The 
only r|i'>'^fif>ii to be determined was 
ii(,\v they were to i)0 returned to the 
public. The Belgian government ex- 
pressed the desire that thev be ap- 
plied in some manner betieflclal to 
tlie I'dhlic and to commeniorate the 
relief organizations of the war. A 
meeting was arranged by the Belgian 
authorities at Brussels, at which the 
I'rime Minister, speal<ing on behalf of 
the ministers, requested Mr. Hoover 
to determine the character of this 
operation . After study and reflectoln 
Mr. Hoover proi)Osed the money for 
educatioi#in Belgium. This having

Board. It is alleged that the activities 
of members of the Board of Control in 
^retting (Uidorsenients for the program 
of legislative appropriations asked for 
the State colleges were the direct 
rau.se of the introduction of these abo- 
lition bills.

DUVAL STATE CHAMPIONS 
AT ANNUAL TRACK MEET 



New Schools Enter Race for Points 
and Power. 



Duval High School again won the 
State championship at the Annual 
High School Track Meet recently held 
at Gainesville, This was the seventh 
annual track meet, and It has been 
pronounced the most successful one 
of its kind ever held in the State. The 
points were distributed among a num- 
ber of schools, and not only were the 
big high schools represented, but 
small and heretofore little known high 
schools showed up to excellent ad- 
vantage. Perhaps the sensation of 
the meet was the unheralded showing 
of a smaller high school, Fort Lauder^ 
dale, which came out the victor in 
several of the events. The victories 
of the smaller high schools assure the 
followers of track events that from 
now on the State Track Meet is to be 
one of the greatest athletic events of 
the year in Florida. 

Three records were established. 
John Lewis, of Jacksonville, Individual 

point winner, bested his former record 
in the shot-put by putting the brass 
ball 41 feet 10 1-4 Inches. Lewis also 
set the record in throwing the discus, 
which is a new event to this associa- 
tion. He threw it 103 feet 2 inches. 
Rodes, of Lauderdale, led a field 
of thirty-five nmners throughout the 
one-mile race, making the remarkably 
low time of 4 minutes 58 seconds. This 
diminutive miler is 5 feet 4 inches tall 
and weighs lOS pounds. 

It is interesting to note that the 
discus record at this meet only tops by 

5 feet 1 inch our record (and inci- 
dentally the world's record for wom- 
en), which Nell Tarroll established at 

the recent I-^ieh! Day sports here. 

A large and enthusiastic crowd wit- 
nessed the Track Meet at Gainesville,, 
it being estimated that over 2,000 were 
on Fleming Field.

One of the most tragic 
aspects of life among our newly ar- 
riving Americans is that mother gets 
left behind.

Soon a big 
gulf separates them from the mother 
at home, who don't know nothin'." 
At the International Institutes, cen- 
ters of Y. W. C. A. work for the for^ 
eign-liorn. sj)Ocial classeK aro held for 
her. "Her eagerness to learn is pa- 
thetic," says one of the workers. "One 
Hungarian woman gets up at 4:30 to 
Study her lessons. Another does her 
spelling lesson while washing the 
dishes. All display with pride their 
new accomplishments at home. Their 
sole anxiety is whether tlie classes 
are to be continued. If the home-life 
tf to be saved, the prestige of these 
mothers in the eyes of their family 
must be restored."

Because of their lack of adequate 
food and clothing, nearly fifty per emit 
of the Czecho-Slovak, Polish, Ukraine 

and Jugo slav students in Czecho-Slo- 
vakia are said to be suffering from 
tuberculosis. To aid them, the Over- 
seas Committees ot the Y. M. C. A. 
and the Y. W. C. A. recently conducted 
a student relief drive, "Many students 
are starving, for the Meusa lias not 
food enough for them," writes Miss 
Fjeril Hess. "Conditions are very 
bad. In their quarters there is no 
heat or light, making it impossible 
for them to work at night." 

Due to food grants from the Hoover 
Relief Fund and a grant of 4,000,000 
crowns from the Czecho-Slovak gov- 
ernment, conditions are improving. 
Students suffering from mal-nutrition 
are receiving medical aid. Other na- 
tive students are co-operating in the 
relief, the men l)iiildiiiL; better (luar- 
ters, and the women volunteering to 
serve in canteens.

Carrying Babies Out of 
Style 

Japanese women have been told by 
their government not to carry their 
babies on their backs. This is in an 
endeavor to raise the Increasingly 
short stature of the Japanese people. 

"Sitting on their feet from birth, 
in the shawl-carry on the back, inves- 
tigation has proved, stunts the 
growth," says Miss Eniestine L. 
Friedmann. "Even the komoris (little 
girl nurse-maids) are no longer to 
carry their charges in the traditional 
manner. Nothing is said about the 
injury to them." 

In connection with the work of the 
Y. W. C. A. in Japan, Miss Friedmann 
recently made a survey of healt'u and 
industrial conditions. 

"Congestion in factory towns in 
Japan is so great that beds never get 
cold," she says. "Each factory girl is 
allowed one mat, a floor spiico C feet 
by. 3 feet. In their dormitories the 
same floor space is used twenty-four 
hours at a stretch. Matrons are few. 
More often some old woman is hired 
to go about during the night and keep 
the covers pulled over the girls so 
that they won't catch cold." 



That the Queen of Roumania has 
the welfare of her people and their 
development so closely at h«art that 
in a dilemma or emergency native 
Roumanians in social work "phone 
the queen" for help, was told by Miss 
Anita HodgsKin, of Berkeley, Gal., 
upon her return from two ye*i.r8' resi- 
dence in Roumania. Miss Hodgskin 
was executive for the Roumanian Y. 
W. "C. A. in Bucarest. 

"Queen Marie keeps so closely in 
touch with her people and is so grate- 
ful for any co-operation in their be- 
half, that in opening the Roumanian 
Y. W, C. A. we are Indebted to her not 
only officially, b\it for many personal 
kindnesses in smoothing away diffi- 
culties in our path," said Miss Hod^ 
skin. "Yet it is only typical of her 
attitude toward all such activities. 
When the Canadian urses passed 
through Bucarest and there was no 
place for them to stay overnight, some* 
one said "phone the .queen,' and 
through Lady Lahovari, her lady-in- 
waiting, they were found becte. The 
■ iiiestion of a site for a summer camp 
for girls also received her active in- 
terest." 

All the royal children have been 
trained to become useful members of 
society and to devote themselves to 
civic responsibiliUes. Uttle Princess 
Tleano, for instance, became so en- 
thusiastic over the Girl Reserve pro- 
gram that ahe asked to head the Rou- 
mania n Girl Reserves later>

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The Woman's Life Saving Corps de- 
vice that has been displayed on the 
fithletic bulletin board this week has 
excited a good deal of Interest. 

We first learned of this division of 
tlu A!nerican Red Cross from Mr. 
pavid Yates, director from Atlanta 
headquarters, who lectured to us one 
eveiiiiiK last mouth. Since that time 
preparation for the test has been car- 
ried on by the track gym classes, un- 
der Miss Eleanor Brewer's rliroction. 
The various events that are to take 
place In the tests are thoroughly prac- 
ticed by the classes at the lake. Miss 
Brewer demonstrates tjie hold that 
should be broken, hov to break it, and 
bow to bring the drowning person In. 
Immediately ten or fifteen ^rls swim 
away from the float and start to 
drown, only to be rescued by ten or 
fifteen worthy ones. Then the tables 
are turned. After these Itfe expertly 
performed, lessons in floating, tread- < 
ing water, plain divlii^, ete., are 
taken. 

Some of the things that must be 
done to pass the t( st are rather diffi- 
cult, especially for amateurs. The 
person being tested has to dive into 
fifteen feet of water and brint? up a 
ten-pound weight from bottom. Again 
she has to swliii 60 yards, carrying 
some one in the proper way. A 
knowledge of resuscitation is required, 
as well as certain strength la swim- 
ming:. Perfection in various methods 
of breaking holds and carrying swim- 
mers who are exhausted, unconscious 
or unduly worn out must also be e»- 
hlbited. The last and least part of 
the test is a three to five hundred 
word theme on life-saving. 
The classes for this work meet on 
Weilnosday, Thursday and Friday at 
4 o'clock in front of the gym. The 



girls are required to go only once a 
week, and the cost for the season 
amounts to |50. As It takes onlr 20 
minutes to reach the lake, the 'time 
out there ts ample. Some of the girls 
are just iMfning to swim; some are 
getting Instruction in form and others 
in diving. The added practice for 
Water Sports Day which we have not 
hitherto been able to get is making 
for A better meet and better records. 

The life-saving tests will take place 
the Saturday before Water Sports liay 
along with preliminaries. They are tp 
be conducted by Mr. Yates, who will 
be heri' from Atlanta for that purpose. 
The girls who pass the test wear W. 
L. S. C. emblems on their bathing 
suits and bring several pflnts apiece 
to their classes in the meet.

"Change is seething in .Japan, al- 
though the surface of things has not 
changed much," writes Miss Ruth 
Ragan, representative of the Y. W. C. 
A. in Japan, who recently arrived in 
Tokyo, after four years of absence in 
this country. "I have been amazed to 
find in the home of a Japanese ac- 
quaintance the latest and most radical 
of socialist writings, and they are read 



by both husband and wife. When I 
left Japan several years ago the words 
labor' or 'social problems' could not 
have been mentioned without fear of 
arrest and of more to follow." 

Among the students of Japan there 
is 'a growing spirit o fdissatisfaction 

•Aith many of their teachers, with the 
kinds of lessons, and with things in 
general. A Japanese graduate of the 
Imperial ITniversity told Miss Ragan 
that many of the teachers are of the 
order of old Japan, and are content 
with dead things; that they are not 
helping young Japan prepare itself for 
life. "Young Japan is beginning to 
think for itself," he said. "Shackles 
are going off every day in Japan bow. 
No one who has not lived through the 
old order of things can realize the 
change." 

Miss Ragan is located in Tokyo, 
where she is developing health and 
recreational work for Japanese girls.

At a very Important Student Body 
ract>**Tj.r ^'edneaday evening. Dr. Dodd 
presented the plans for a new organ- 
ization, as yet unnamed, which have 
been formulated by a committee from 
the faculty. According to the consti- 
tution, which he read, the purpose of 
this organi/.Mtioii is "to foster a sinrlt 
of unity among the upper classmen, 
to maintain high standards of scholar- 
ship, to develop leaders from the un- 
der classmen, and to identify our- 
selves with attainments of the high- 
est order." 

Those eligible for membership are 
divided into two classes. For the first 
class, the conditions are that the stu- 
dent shall have credit for three semes- 
ters' worlc with not less than forty- 
five semester hours; that she shall 
have maintained an average of 92 per 
cent in all subjects, and that she shall 
have made an average of 92 per cent 
oil the work of tlu> quarter preceding 
in tiatiou. In addition to this she 
shall have accomplished some prac- 
ti al work on the campus. The condi- 
ti' ns for the second class . are the 
sa.nc except that five semesters' work 
w ih a minimum of 75 semester hours 
a! 1 an average of ItO per cent are re- 
quired. I'ost-graduate sl i M - is and 
gjrlg from other schools who have met 
these requirements are eligible after 
a residence of three-fourths of a year 
on the campus. 

The members of the committee that 
n, ule these jjlans also wish to Insti- 
tute an annual festival, to take place 
during the tirst week of May. The 
new members of the society will be 
announced each year at this time.

Tuesday chapel time the alumnae 
connected with the college lead the 
exercises, featuring the annual "Alum- 
nae Day" custom. They told of the 
scholarship fund which the Alumnae 
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Last Thursday night, Mr. Brtnan, 
of Dayton, Ohio, gave a very inter- 
esting and beneficial lecture on busi- 
ness and business methods. Mr. Bren- 
an is sent out on a lecture tour by the 
National Cash Register Company for 
the purpose of acquainting people all 
over the country with the latest and 
most improved methods of conducting 
a business efficiently. The Tallahas- 
see Board of Trade was instrumental 
in bringing this feature here, and the 
])eople of Tallahassee as well as the 
college girls took advantage of this 
opportunity to learn the modem and 
scientific facts presented. 

Mr. Brenan started his lecture with 
a vivid presentation of conditions In 

the city slums l)eforo efficiency took 
hold, bringing sunshine through the 
welcome agency of flower and veg- 
etable gardens, thus utilizing even 
such poor resources and scant space 
to the greatest advantage, lie illus- 
trated his points tellingly with moving 
picture slides. Occasional cartoons 
made this method very effective as 
well as more interesting to the audi- 
ence. 

He explained how the cash resister 
had brought order out of chaos (using 
the cash register figuratively to indi- 
cate all time-saving devices known to 
modern business), bringing the old- 
fashioned business up to the mark of 
present day thrift by lightening the 
work of the employees, the worry of 
the enii)loyers, and at the same time 
Increasing the profits from the busi- 
ness. He ended the lecture by naming 
four qualities which bring success to 
an up-to-date business house: (1) ad- 
vertising which "pulls"; (2) a window 
display which catches and holds at- 
tention; (3) personal contact of the 
employers with their customers, and 
(4) efficient service and courteous 
clerks.

Our Alumnae Abroad 



It is charactt'ristic of (he Florida 
alumnae to engage in some important 
work or study after they leave the 
colleso. During the war thrco of thom 
sailed for Europe, and the I'oUowiug 
extracts indicate their work abroad. 
The first is from Florence Bunger, 
B, S. of 1918, who, in company with 
Mary Martini, of the same class, were 
in France. "Imagine our thrills of 
delight when Mary and I received no- 
tice tjiat we wer ' to go to Paris to 
assist in the work of the Bureau of 
Distribution of Food. We had been I 
in the food department at Washing- ' 
ton, but when we could 'go across' it i 
was a most wonderful opportunity to i 
serve. We were in Paris most of the j 
winter of 1918-19. We were busy, oh, ! 
so busy, that we scarcely had time to 
think of college days except to grow 
steadily In the consciouanesa that col- j 
lege lif«' had flttod us for service to I 
Uncle Sam in his co-operation with 
the Allies. What great pride we had 
for gigantic America when we helped 
to handle the great cargoes of food 
supplies for our boys and for the al- 
lied soldiers! 

"When one's work was over, just 
before sailing for home, we went to 
Italy and learned more of her brave 
efforts in the struggle. Girls, I can 
tell you worlds when I get back 
Jiome." 

The next article is from Cornelia 
Puleston, A. B. of I'.Mf,. who went to 
England and Scotland in Y. W. C. A. 
service. After the armistice was 
signed she was stationed in London. 
She gives a beautiful tribute to the 
boys "who won the war." 

"After the armistiee one of the 
amusing sides of life in l-^asilf Hut, 
London (the largest Y hut in the 
world, and a place where the English- 
speaking allies hobnobbed together), 
was tht' almost uiuhtly battle which 
began near Trafalgar Square and al- 
ways ended In Eagle Hut cafeteria. 
This hatib' was fought by Americans 
in Canadian uniform against Ameri- 
cans in American uniform, and the 
issue at stake was, 'SidO won the 
war?' 

"So far as I know, the question was 

never settled among them. In my 
mind the most important side of It 
was settled by what 1 saw In a week's 
experience In Edinboro, where I spent 
part of my time meeting hospital 
ships bringing British ex-prisoners of 
war from Germany. Among a ship- 
load of a thousand there were gener- 
ally from two to ten Americans who 
had strayed into British lines and had 
been captured. It was the work of a 
Y man and myself to And these boys 
and see that they received hospitel 
attention, and, if necessary, to prpvide 
them with funds to help them get in 
connection with the proper office In 
order to receive their back jiay, and to 
visit those already in the hospitals of 
Edinboro. It was a sad, sad task, an ! 
tlie lutiful sights 1 saw on those 
stretchers ami in those hospitals made 
me realize not wlio won the war.' but 
who paid the greatest price. Would 
that many more Americans could have 
made those visits with me and have 
learned to let some one else tell 'who 
won the war.' " 

Helen Richey, post-graduate student 
in 1916, has been in Nakano Cho, To- 
kyo, Japan, for several months. She 
is our first student volunteer to go to 
the foreign field. She writes that she 
Is spending considerable time in study- 
ing the language, as that Is the first 
experience of the missionaries. She 
Is, however, already doing worlv with 
the children and young people. Her 
Impresslonfl of the land of cherry blos- 
soms arc vivid and full of interest. 
Helen will render a great service, for 
her education and her charac ter will 
hear out her ambition to carry the 
message of Christ to the distant 
shores of the island empire. 

Effie Rolfs went to Brazil last Jan- 
uary in company with her parents and 
her sister, Clarissa. The former was 
B S. graduate in 1919 and the latter 
in 1920. These girls are enthusiastic 



over all their experiences in that im- 
mense republic. In Bello Ilori/.onte, 
where they now live, Is located the 
He&dricks School, and Effie was 
pressed into service at once as teach- 
er of English. She and Clarissa are 
very busy studying Portuguese and 
enjoying the scenes of their new world 
where midsummer weather prevails 
at Christmas time and the "clay hills 
make one think of Tallahassee." 

Martha Livingstone Pottenger has 
just leturned from a tour through Eu- 
rope, Palestine and Egypt. Her mar- 
riage took place last October and the 
trip was a bridal tour. She spent last 
Christmas day In Jerusalem. In her 
travels through Italy she dared walk 
within the crater of Vesuvius and ex- 
plored the regions of Pompeii. Upon 
her return to America sh(> came to 
visit her parents in Florida, returning 
to her home in Chicago by way of 
Tallahassee. 

Another alumnae abroad is Irma 
DeSilva, A. B. '13, and A. M. '14. Her 
purpose is in part pleasure and in 
part to study French in Paris. She 
went direct to Italy, and after visiting 
Palermo, Naples, she went to Mar- 
seilles, where she spent some time. 
She visited other parts of France and 
then arranged to spend the months of 
April and May In Paris. She writes 
glowing accounts of that wonderful 
city. She is now devoting consider- 
able time to the study of French. 
Irma is certain to get every possible 
benefit and pleasure from her experi- 
ences abroad.

The Budget Is Now Before 
the Legislature 

Did you see the bulletin that was 
issued by the Alumnae Association in 
February? Then you read solnethin^ 
about the various needs of the college 
and the effort we are making to pre- 
sent them to the peoph^ of the State. 
Echoes of the effect of this work have 
come to us, but as yet no decisive 
action has taken place in the Legis- 
lature Ijeeause of a heavy schedule of 
bills and because some further con- 
sideration of the budget has been nec- 
essary. The committees on appropri- 
ations have called for conferences 
with the Board of Control and the 
State Board of Education, and have 
asked for some modifications Of the 
items iu the budget. 

Such action does not signify any 
antagonism and Indifference upon the 
matters in question, but rather a 
(ieep-seated Interest In the cause of 
higher education. We are convinced 
that the legisltors are our friends; 
we believe the people are behind them 
and we are confident of honest, care- 
fully thought out support. 

T'nless one understands the needs 
of the State's institutions, the budget 
seems heavy, but a consideration of 
the various Items within It reveals 
the fact that every detail Is placed at 
a moderate estimate. Every official, 
from the Governor to the youngesfr 
member of the House of Representa- 
tives, has expressed himself as being 
interested In the development of the 
young people of the State, and they 
are willing to advance d^ucatlon as 
far as Is just to both the needs of 
the schools and the citizens of the 
commonwealth. 

All these facts we greatly appre- 
ciate. Yet do we alumnae members 
feel that we have discharged our full 
duty? Not yet. Not until the final 
action is taken. We may be in Talla- 
hassee or we may be in a remote 
corner of some county in South Flor- 
ida, but our section, wherever It Is, 
has its representation in the I^isla- 
ture, and we should not fail to keep 
our people Infvnued of the needs of 
our schools. Again, before and after 
the passiTii; of a hill, our work and our 
infiuenee will call for support just so 
far as we prove valuable assets to our 
resi)ectlve communities. The ideals 
of the college and its iiraeti(al appli 
cations of same rannot tail to influ- 
ence public opinion at all times. This 
public opinion can be strengthened 
even though the hill is in the IkukIs of 
the legislators. These gentlemen are 
not Indifferent to the facts about Flor- 
ida. Various business interests are 
advancing, not retrograding; people 
evidently have money and spend it 
pretty freely; newly organized Indus- 
tries are developing, and big. progres- 
sive movements are upon us. How 
can we expect all these things to go 
forward without leaders? And how 
can we furnish leaders except \v(> im- 
l)ort them or train our own young 
people? And how can we train with- 
out facilities? Every graduate and 
every student of the schools has the 
re8i)onsiblllty of "making good" In 
life; and every legislator has the re- 
sponsibility of judging and apiJortlon- 
Ing such part of the State's resources 
for our advancement as is fair even 
to a iioint of generosity. Here's to 
them! And here's to our cause of 
higher education!

Unrest in India 



That delay over the signing of the 
Turkish Peace Treaty is aggravating 
tli(> i)olitiral unrest in India, and that 
the present situation is very difficult, 
was stated by -Mrs. Oscar Buck, of the 
Y. W. C. A. Headquarters in India, in 
a letter received recently. "Political 
unrest is espe( ial!y trauic now, for the 
new year opened with suck promise," 
says Mrs. Buck. "The new scheme of 
government was proposed out of grati- 
tude for India's services in the war. 
Then the terrible trouble in Amrltsar 
began. All public meetings were for- 
bidden, the artillery ordered out, and 
four hundred killed And one thousand 
wounded." 

Mrs. Buck adds that the most uni- 
versal demand in India today is for 
education. A recent educational re- 
port shows that the number of edu- 
cated natives runs surimsingly high. 
In the district of Bengal, which is of 
the same area and population as the 
I'nited Kingdom, there are ten times 
as many university graduates as In 
the British Isles.

Tn hatting, a distinc- 
tion was made between ' ^etf inj? a hit" 
and "connecting." A hit is secured 
only when the ball is batted to some 
safe place where no player has a 
chance to touch it before the runner 
is safe on first base. A bit is con- 
sidered very valuable and materially 
raises a player's standint?, but it helps 
little to simply "connect" with the 
ball, i. e., to knock it somewhere that 
it might be handled by a good player. 
And when a player "fans" or strikes 
out, it counts just the same against 
her whether the catcher drops the last 
strike or holds It. Catching is seasily 
understood and needs no explanation, 
but it is conceivable that a girl might 
be a perfect catcher and yet be a 
very poor fielder. The good fielder is 
the one who can cover ground, ac- 
curately judge where a ball is coming, 
"stretch" to catch a difficult fly, stop 
a hot grounder, and do the numerous 
other things that a fielder is often 
called upon to do. Throwing is far 
more Important than Is generally 
known. Prohably the worst error 
that a player can make is to throw a 
ball "wild;" that is, to throw it over 
a base and allow several runners to

come in homo while the ball is being 
retrieved. Two or three wild throws 
would spoil any girl's chance of get- 
ting on the varsity team. Base-rwi- 
nlng is a whole art in itself and can 
not be discussed in a short space. 
"Team play" ia the apex of baseball 
ability. It consists in knowing Just 
what to do and how to do it. The girl 
who is good at t(>ani ]ilay will l<now 
whether to throw the ball to second 
or lirst, whether to pick up a ball in- 
side the diamond or let it roll and be 
called a foul; she will always know 
how many runners are on bases, how 
many are out, and what the next play 
should be. Two or three shining ex- 
hibitions of team play would go very 
fftr toward winning a place on the 
team. 

Aside from these special features 
there are certain characteristics 
which are difficult to name or describe 
but whicli are of vast importance in 
baseball playing. Perhaps the best 
term to use in deserihing the ensem- 
ble of these characteristics is "de- 
pendableness." The girl of this type 
can always be depended upon; she is 
not to be excited to the extent that 
she forgets what she is doing; she is 
always "right there," she never goes 
to sleep, and she never "plays to the 
galleries." otlier things being equal, 
the girl of this type will always be 
first choice, and if she possesses these 
characteristics they will almost cover

of Home Economics. An advisor Is 
available if a new department is being 
installed or work already begun is 
being Improved. Also In the extension 
or revision of the course of study, In 
the buying of equipment, or in case 
the teacher desires supervision and 
valuation of her work and plans for 
selt-improvenieut, such service is free 
to schools. 

It is the purpose of the college 
eventually to secure sets of lantern 
slides c'overing various i)hases of 
high school work. At present the 
collection In the Interest of Latin 
teaching is ready for use and will be 
loaned to schools free of charge. 
These slides, which have been select- 
01 1 with great care, represent the 
united effort of classical scholars. 
Tliey will add greatly to the interest 
of Latin in any school. These will be 
sent to bigli schools, one or two sets 
at a time, and a typewritten article 
accompanying each set, giving a full 
explanation of each slide. This dis- 
tribution is in charge of the professor 
of classics. Dr. Game. 

Far from the least important i)hase 
of extension work is the Home Demon- 
stration work. In co-operation with 
the United States Dcpartmeni of Agri- 
culture and the State College of Agri- 
culture at the University, the Florida 
State College conducts the extension 
work for the wonu n and girls in the 
State. This work- is carried on by 
organizations closely allied to the 
county schools. Home Demonstration 
clubs are formed, in which each mem- 
ber has the privilege of selecting spe- 
cial work ynder the phases of cata- 
ning, i)oultry, sewing, mik, fruit, bee 
and food work. These clubs follow 
closely programs mapped out by mem 



It was on the basis described abovelbers of the Home Demonstration staff, 
that the varsity team was selected, after conferences with the county 



and after a minimum of conference 
there was a universality of opinion 
as to who should comprise it. But a 
much more difficult question was how 
the players should be placed. This 
was especially true of the battery. 
Some members of the coiniiiittee fa- 
vored Pearl Call as pitcher and some 
considered Allle Lou Felton as the 
better of the two. And there was the 
same difference of opinion as to 
whether Verlle Robinson or Eleanor 
Brewer should be catcher. There is 
far more to caicliiiig behind the bat 
than merely receiving tbe ball. In a 
good baseball team, the catcher is the 
general who commands the field, and 
it is his secret signals which indicate 
to the pitcher what kind of a ball to 
pitch, and It Is he who directs the 
men in the field to iierforni all kinds 
of carefully worked out plays. There 
was final agreement that Miss Robin- 
son was preferable for a team here, 
playing on a small diamond and with 
a soft ball, but under other circuni 
stances Miss Brewer would have been 
chosen for the t)osItlon. In choosing 
the pitch (>rs the contest was so very 
close that a coin was actually tossed 
to decide It. However, It Is only fair 
to say that this was done more to 
help the committee understand their 
own feelings than to actually decide 
anything. The contest was between 
Miss Felton's Inexhaustible fund of 
power and I\Tiss CaiTs superb fielding 
of the position. Just as in the case 
of the catchers, it was finally decided 
In favor of Miss Felton, but with the 
reservation that on a "regular" team 
Mies Call wouM have been chosen. 

Altogether the commit t(H> feels that 
the school has a team that they can 
be proud of, emphatically, unreserved- 
ly and even riotously proud of. They 
are ready to express their opinion that 
It is tbe best team ever gathered to- 
gether on the campus of the Florida 
State College for Women. Moreover, 
we doubt if there an> very many, if 
Indeed any other college girls' teams 
that are as good. But we are bold — 
very bold, almost rashly bold — and we 
dare go to the length of prophesying 
that next year's team will be even 
better:' '

Concerned in Outcome of Issuo. i Miss Stanford Assisted by Miss Jones | Faculty and Student Body Entertain | Presents His Views on Education. 



If the P'lamheau is to fulfill its dew-! 
tiny as an organ for publicly e.\press- 
Ing the sentiments of the student body 
it would fall short of ntfainins that 
ideal if it is silent upon the issue of 
the appropriation bill, which is just 
now at stake. For many years the 
fuciilty uud those more vitally inter- 
ested in the welfare of the school have 
felt keenly upon this subject, and 
the interest manifested by the student 
body has In fii only relatively intense. 
But this year matters have come to 
such a definite crisis that not only 
do those in high authority feel that 
the i)assage of the approiiriat ion bill is 
strictly necessary if this scliool is to

But 
when all the poeds are mad»^ known, 
and all of the factors whirh enter into 
the case are understood the amount 
seems conservative enough. The first 
thought which (onus to one when 
the amount of the appropriation is 
made known, is that this year it ex- 
(e<>ds ont- lialf the total .niiount ap- 
proiiriated during the last sixteen 
years. That is true, but consider how 
the school has grown and how our 
needs have multiplied. During the 
past two years the colh gf has fallen 
far short of being able to accommo- 
date the students who asked for ad- 
mission. -At the beginning of this 
year the dormitories could accoramo-

Wednesday the installation of the 
new Executive Committee took place. 
On that day ^ach class took a step 
forward and Is now entitled to the 
privile.ges of the class above. 

After a short talk on "Honor" by 
Dr. Dcdn Elizabeth Williams gave the 
report for the year. Out of a total of 
ninety-five cases, thirty-seven have 
been dismissed, fourteen campassed 
and one expelled. The feeling of co- 
operation between the committee, the 
student body and the faculty is grow- 
ing stronger each year, and the new 
committee enters upon Its term of 
ofl!ice aissured df the united support 
of all. 



Mr. .1. W. Singletary of .Tackson 
county, and Senator from the Fourth 
district, spoke in chapel Tuesday. 
Senator Singletary has served several 
terms in the Legislature, in both the 
House and Senate, and it was in re- 
gard to one of the measures which he 
Introduced during the opening days of 
this session that he sjiolu'. The fol- 
lowing is a condensed report of Sen- 
ator Singletary's speech: 

;\lr. Singletary remarked that he 
was under the impression that some 
members of the student body did not 
perfectly understand his attitude to- 
ward education in introducing his bill. 
A newspaper clipping had been posted 
on one of the college bulletin boards 
in whif'h his i)icture appeared under 
headlines that stated that he was op- 
posed to higher education. 

"There has been no act of my offi- 
cial or private life that would lead 
any one to believe I am opposed to 
higher education," said Senator Sin- 
gletary. In 1911 he was chairman of 
a committee of three which was ap- 
pointed to inspect the various State 
institutions and make recommenda- 
, tions as to what they needed. The 
[appropriations recommended by this 
i commiciee * were passed without any 
alterations. Two years ago he sup- 
ported the recommendations for the 
largest appropriations ever made, and 
Just last week an emergency bill was 
passi'd in the Senate ajipropriating 
$70,000 to be used for completing the 
various unfinished buildings on the 
'campus. Friday, recommendations 
I were made for an appropriation of 
1600,000, a sum half as large as the

This year ili « \penses of a 
delegate to the Nniinnii Athletic As- 
sociation convention at the University 
of Illinois came out of these funds. 

There are no national records of 

water sports, although this lollege 
has kept records of such events for 
the last several years. The Athletic 
Board wish' d to establish national 
records, and in pursuance of this idea 
letters have been sent to the Ath- 
letic Associations of the various 
women's colleges, asking that such 
records he kept and handed in to Dr. 
Stewart of this college. A very cour- 
teous response has been met with and 
the .-\thletic Hoard feels sure that 
there will soon be national records 
for water sports. 

Another very important work \ i li 
has been taken up by the Board is the 
establishment of State high school 

records. Circular letters coiitainiuL: a 
list of athletic events approved of for 
high school girls, and directions for 
ronductimr the same, have been sent 
to all the schools in th" State.

SENATOR SINGLETARY DEFENDS 
HIS POSITION

total appropriations for this school 
since the passage of the Buckman 
bill. 

He said that in all probability the 
impression which prevailed among the 
students was due to his bill which 

seeks to abolish the Board of Control. 
In 1905 there were nine State-owned 
Institutions. The Buckman bill abol 
ished these institutions and central- 
ized the educational efforts of the 
State by creating the Florida State 
College for Women at Tallahassee and 
the University of Florida at Qaines- 
ville. The Board of Control was cre- 
ated to affect tiie reconstruction work 
necessary after such a change, and 
therefore its mission wns fulfilled in 
the first two years ol its existence. 
Since that time it lias been a suixt- 
flnous oriranization. During the last 
sixteen years there has been appro- 
|)riated $2.1 r,r,, 400 for the support and 
maintenance of these two schools. 
The Board of Control has asked for 
more than this for one year. 

According to the Constitution, he 
said, the Board of Control can only 
function under the Board of Educa- 
tion, composed of the Governor and 
four metnbers of his cabinet, and that 
all the power that the Board of Con- 



trol possesses is delegated to It by the 
Board of Education, Why. then should 
we have a Board of Control wliich has 
no power? Why continue It at all? 
It is true that the Hoard of I'^ducation 
might be in politics, but the Board of 
Control has been also. Educational 
affairs would be in polities either way 
and it is his idea and that of the 
Governor to get ba( k to the Constitu- 
tion and put the power back where it 
belongs. 

Then, too, the Board of Control 
holds its meetings and transacts its 
business on Sunday. Mr. Singletary 
says that we know that one of the 
greatest nations on tnis earth met Its 
ruin by just such procedure, tor Ger- 
many disobeyed the laws of God. We 
cannot expect the students of our 
State institutions to keep the Sabbath 
holy If the Board which governs them 
does not. These boys and girls are 
our future citizens, and if they stray 
from the path t'.iey should follow, our 
country will he faced on the down- 
ward road to ruin . With these facts 
in mind, never could he consent to 
the Board of Control meeting on Sun- 
day. On the contrary, he feels it to 
be his duty as well as that of every 
other conscientious citizen, to con- 
demn such a practice as strongly as 
possible. If this continues he Is afraid 
that the school will become corrupted. 

The Board has submitted a state- 
ment in 'Which the members say that

Use of Canning Club as Unit in Work 

Miss Sara Partride:»', head of the 
Extension Department of the college, 
gave a short talk in chap* 1 Friday on 
the worth of home demonstration 
work. The Canning Clnb girls who 
are takinir a sliort course here are 
material evidence of this work. 

The Canning Club was the opening 
wedge for Home Demonstration work 
antl the forerunner of this much 
broader and more far-reaching work. 
It was the key to the situation, which 
could never have been solved without 
it. The homes throughout thf rural 
districts are greatly scattered, often 
miles apart. It was and Is a great 
undertaking to bring these homes to- 
gether, to create among them a com- 
munity of like tastes and interests. 
This is what the Home Demonstration 
Department is striving t odo. 

Anythinu ihat draws the jx'ople of 
one section together is valuable. Un- 
der the stimulus and direction of 
county agents, the peoiilc of rural dis- 
tricts are learning to co oi)erate with 
one another. Community councils are 
being organized, which take np the

The sixty-six Florida prize-winning 
club girls from the counties in which 
home demonstration work was carried 
on during the past year have Just com- 
pleted their ninth annual two weeks' 
stay at the college. Thirty-nine of 
these girls have completed one or 
more years in gardening and canning; 
thirty-five, one or more years in sew- 
ing; twenty-seven, one or more years 
in poultry. Various other club activi- 
ties represented by the girls attending 
were cooking, home dairying, bee- 
keeping, rabbit keeping, grape culture 
and pig club work. 

Friday night the club girls held 
their annual public meeting in the 
college auditorium. Th<^ meeting was 
called to order i)y Mari<^ I3radfish, of 
St. John's county, and after the secre- 
tary, Elsie Stoutamlre, of Leon county.

A usual student tendency in the 
hurry and confusion of a quarter's 
work ill Htuilii's nnd activity is to for- 
get nearly everything but tlie worli (or 
play) at hand, to forget the general 
l)lan of college education.

He said 
yesterday tliat his work was getting 
harder again and that he could not 
make the trij) until next quarter. 

The Daily does not propose to mor- 
alize. But there are in the class of 
1921 many Seniors who have left only 
a month to broaden their view of 
Stanford, eomplete little jilans and 
activities, wind up business and pre- 
pare to leave the University. Juniors 
and Sophomores who l)egin now to 
look around and remember more of 
the reasons for their being at Stanford 
than to do only the work which is 
pressing, will be wiser and more satis- 
fled as they ai)i»roach the end of their 
last year. — Stanford University.

WORK IN SOCIAL SCIENCE 



Organized Philanthropy Needed in 
Society. 

Mr. R. H. Hlxson, executive secre- 
tary of the Florida Public Health As- 
sociation, spoke to the student body 
on Tuesday, May 17, on the subject of 
social service as a vocation. That 
evening he gave an illustrated talk on 
health education. Mr. Hixon has 
spoken here several times during the 
session of the summer school, and 
those students who had heard him 
then especialjy appreciated Jthis aeq^ 
ond opportunity. 

Every man expects, said Mr. Tlixan, 
to make a living in the world, and in 
return the world expects from us un- 
selfish service devoted to the upbuild- 
ing of humanity. The gregarious 
haV)its of man have given rise to so- 
cial problems the solution of which 
require the unceasing efforts of un« 
selfish men. 

As civilization becomes more com- 
plicated, social demands grow greater. 
Formerly any kind-hearted well-inten- 
tioned person who wished to, did so- 
cial service work in just as slipshod 
and inefficient a manner as they 
wished. Today there are sch^ls 
whose only object is to fit people for 
this work. The New York School of 
Social Work and the Chicago Schoal 
of Philanthropy and Social Service, 
wtoloh is now Incorpuntted in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, both offer two-year 
courses leading to a degree. Four 
years of college work are required 
for admission to these schools. 

From a material standpoint this 
profession, for profession It is fast 
becoming, compares very favorably 
with teac hing. The lowest salary that 
any graduate has ever received is 
$900 a year and the highest that any 
woman has ever received is $3,700, 
the average salary for women being 
12,400. . .

Recital by Music Faculty 



The members of the faculty of the 
School of Music fiave a scholarly and 
delightful recital in the college audi- 
torium on Monday evening. Miss 
Gladys Mosley, pianist, oiiened the 
program with the Fausig arranseraent 
of the great Toccata and Fu(iue in D 
minor by Bach. This she handled in 
a masterful way, condensing a well- 
equipped technique and a clear under- 
standing of polyphonic values. The 
Ballade in the form of variations on 
a Norwegian Melody, by Creig, is con- 
sidered the greatest of his composi- 
tions. Miss Mosley selected well from 
a varied tone paletto the many moods 
protrayed in this number. Her last 
group was of a happy vein, opening 
with Juba, a negro dance by Dott. 
Birds at Dawn, by Fannie Dillon, and 
Turkey in the Straw, the old fiddler's 
tune cleverly arranged by Guion. 
Miss Mosley has a marked rhythmical 
swing in her playing and th(> group 
proved so attractive that many recalls 
were demanded. 

Miss Gertrude Isidor. violinist, as 
usual called forth storms of applause 
after her numbers. She first played 
the Adagio religiost and allegro from 
Vieuxtemps Concerto IV, meeting 
with ease the great technical demands 
of this composition. Her second group 
was varied. The first, the- Schubert- 
WUhelmj Ave Maria, was played with 
tone of much fervor. The zephyr, by 
Rubey, gave an opportunity for her 
to show the delicate elasticity of her 
bowing. Then followed the tender 
Schubert-Elman Cradle Song with its 
difficult harninnies. th<'n closed with 
the clangv freaky Tanibourin Chinois 
Of Kreisler. Miss Isidor interiireted 
everything with her usual charm. 

The accompanist. MIbb Ella Scoble 
Opperman. lollowe.j artistically the 
moods of the varied program.

Woodman's Ashes of Roses and 
Curran's Sonny Boy were delightful, 
while she made a fine finale with 
Sanderson's Break o' Day. 

Miss Jones will also receive a cer- 
tificate ill i)iano and reecntly assisted 
with two groups on a program. She 
played the Rachmaninoff O minor Pre- 
lude with fine rhythm and under- 
standing and with varied color in tbe 
middle section. She proved herself a 
careful student of the instrument. 

Miss Gladys Storrs (pupil of Ella 
Scol}le Oppernian) played Beethoven's 
Rondo (Rage over last penny). This 
is a composition demanding clean 
technique and a sense of humor. Miss 
Storrs met these demands facllely and 
also put into the interpretation an in- 
dividual spark characteristic of all 
her work. Her second group were two 
Chopin numbers, the Polonaise op. 26. j 
No. 1, and Waltz op. 64, No. 1. Aj 
player of Chopin is rare and must be 
to tbe manner born. Miss Storrs 
showed a fine understanding of 
Chopin for a young student.

Household Science and Teacher Train- 
ing and State Supervisor of South 
Carolina. It was at Winthrop College 
that she met Mr. Atkinson, who as 
president of a Xorth Carolina Normal 
was visiting tlit- sister institution. 

In the fall of l!n9 after a summer 
at Colimibia Teachers College she 
went to North Carolina as full time 
IKate Supervisor of Home Economics, 
and after a year she and Mr. Atkinson 
were marrted. The fcdlowing year 
Mrs. Atkinson continued to assist the 
State Department of Education as the 
work in Home Economics had grown 
too heavy for one person to supervise.

GUMMED PAPER DRESS FORMS 

INTEREST INDIANA WOMEN 



Oufstandinc results in teaching 
dress-form making have been obtained 
in Indiana by extension workers of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture and the State Agricultural 
College. The State leader of home 
demonstration agents reported on 
September 1 that 3,126 dress forms 
were made in the State during the 
year. Many other forms were known 
to have been made without being 
recorded ip the regular way. The 
system used was to train ten local 
leaders in each, county, wiw then con- 
ducted community meetings and re- 
ported to the home demonstration 
asent on the work done. As the aver- 
age cost bt a paper dress form is 90 
cents, the total cost of the 3,126 re- 
ported was $2,813.40. The minimum 
price of a commercial form averages 
|9. The homo demonstration loader 
says that through this one project 
more women have been Interested and 
organized . than tkrough any other 
work.

exaniiiuii ion." In many schools where 
Btudent government Is firmly estab- 
lished, the pledge serves as one of the 
cornerstones on which they bnlld their 
honor. th»> requirement of the pledge 
meaning not that you are trusted the 
less, but serving rather as a rraiinder 
of your individual responsibility.

In one end of the 
chapel at tlie Univprsity of Virginia 
there IS an Inscription b«a1ng "On 
my honor as a gentleman,' I have 
neither given nor received help on 
this exrunination," and under th\< at- 
mosphere they 11' e until it becomes 
part of their life. 

Although Florida State Is young In 
ber student gov M nment life, we have 
adopted many <A' Hit- helpful customs of 
other school>^, and if the use of the 
pledge will bring a clrar realization of 
what honor must mean, let us likewise 
inculcate this into our student life.

OR. HAYOEN'S DEATH

The entire college community has 
moved all this week under a deep 
shadow because of the untimely death 
of Dr. Edwin Andrew Hayden. We 
all knew that he had been in poor 
health, but reassuring reports had I^ 
us to hope that his strength would be 
fuJly restored soon and that he could 
again take up his work with us. The 
distressing news of his death on Fri- 
day evening dashed all our hopes and 
left us to face the cold fact that we 
are never to have him among us 
again. Teachera and pupils honored 
and loved him. and we all feel his 
death as a personal loss. 

For a year wr so Dr. Hayden has 
not been in perfect health, but in 
spite of this fact he has continued at 
his post of duty ancl done full and 
efficient service. At the close of the 
summer school he went to the moun- 
tains of Virginia on a vacation, in 
hoi.e of getting back his health. Un- 
f^rtanately the trip did not prove of 
any bMieflt and he came back the first 
of October very much discouraged. 
He seemed to improve somewhat dur- 
ing October and even met a few of 
his elasses, but his tight was a losing 
one. His life's work was over. 

Dr. Hayden came to the college as 
prof^sor of psychology 1915. He 
bad held thc^^^me professorship In 
the Missouri ^te Teachers' OoUege, 
at Cape Giraudeau, for ten or twelve 
years. Before goli^ to Cape Girardeau 
he had taken bis bachelor's degree at 
the University of Wisconsin and his 
degree of doctor of philosophy at the 
Unlvenlty of M k^tgan. He took high 
rank among the men of his department 
of learning and was probably the best 
equipped psycbol<^st la the entire 
Soath. His yrerk in this cellos Ims 
made his department one of the 
strongest not only in the OOlteca bnt 
In this country as well. 

His pupils, hdwetreir, wiH aiw^rs 
think of him as their good friend, as 
one whom they loved because he was 
worthy of love. He was so quiet and 
unassuming, with all his wonderful 
scholarship, so devoid of self-seeking 
or assertiveness, that all our hearts 
went out to hi<a and trusted him. His 
strong Christian faith and hope which 
ho had many times presented In our 
devotional meetings have been the 
means of inspiring many of us to 
higher and better things. 

To his devoted wife and children, 
and to all others who loved Dr. Hay- 
den, the Florida Flambeau offers deep- 
est syttiwthy.

FIRST OF THRIFT TALKS 
BYJAN ANDERSON 

Tuesday . morning Dean Atkinson 

gave a very interesting and instructive 
talk on the practical use of home eco- 
nomics. 

No one had a right to look dowdy. 
We owe It to ourselves to look the 
best we possibly can, and we owe it 
to our fa'nily, our employers and our 
friends, a's well. Teachers esoecially, 
siiouM ( iiliivate a n^t and attractive 
appearance, as theirs is the part of a 
leader and they unconsdousily exert 
considerable influence over t^e -sttt- 
dents under them. 

For an average family of five, with 
an income of $3,000 a year, 20 per 
cent, or |600, is the usual amount de- 
voted to clothing. Of this, the AUbte 
and mother should have $150 each, a 
ten-year-old child Ihould have |50, a 
boy of sixteen slioul'dH^ve $100, and 
a young woman $i50. This is a very 
fair divtsion and quite sufficient,, for 
their sevenU needs under or^ary 
conditions. 

Purchasing has a great deal to do 
with the clothing problem. In buying 
you should first choose -'ood material. 
Cheap materials are always a Iosh and 
a disappointment in the long r^, and 
the best quality will prove moi% satis- 
factory. There is an exception to this 
in the case of young girls who d-^sire 
change more than anythin*, feiae'. ^^6-'" 
ond, you should buy clothes in&de in a 
conservative style. It is foolish for 
one of limited mcAns to follow* l^ljiSl 
la Arma. styles, for the unusual sara 
becomes so tiresome. Third, buy few 
clothes and wear them often. 

Few of us give the proper care to 
the clothes we have. W« should ts^e 
care to remove spots from a garment, 
and press it carefully. Use coat hang- 
ers and shoe trees conscientiously and 
wear aprons rellgioasly to keep from 
solllhg oQi^ clothes. Always reihove a 
street dress when coming in, bafera 
beginning any home wo^fc. 

When we put away onr clothes for 
the winter or summer we should 
take care that there Is no starch in 
them and that they are packed #1^ 
moth balls or some agency which will 
keep them free from insects. 

There are several ways by which 
the woman of moderate circumstances 
may have several dresses where be- 
fore she had only one. One of the 
commonest of these is the use of the 
foundation dress with different slips. 
Faded dresses can be dyed quite sac* 
cessfully now, also. 

Dean Atkinson's talk was very help- 
ful and full of useful suggestions, be- 
ing the first of a series of talks under 
the direction of the Y. W. C. A. and 
pertaining to Thrift Week.

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It has just been three years since 
that morning when the school was 
awakened about five o'clock and told 
that the Armistice had been signed. 
The Seniors are the only students on 
the campus who remember the march 
to town and our expressions of happi- 
ness. Every one else though had 
much the same experience some place, 
and they can recall the spirit of good 
will which swept the country. 

In the time that has passed we have 
tended to forget that countrjr-wide 
fellowship we felt then, that we, were 
brother citizens. Instead we have 
drifted back into our smaller units — 
satisfied with our selves and dissatis- 
fied with the rest oi the world. We 
watch othcis work to criticise, not to 
coK)i]^rate with them as ve would hawe 
done to help a Liberty drive or some 
such movement.

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BRIEF SKETCH OF 

IRMIENI PROeRAM 

Important Itfues in Early Part of 
Week. 



The conference on limitation of 
armament was called together by 
President Harding, and Includes 
France, Great Britain, Italy, Japan, 
China, Holland and Belgium. 

The first day of tlie conference, 
when oar Secretary of State Hughes 
had been made permanent chairman 
of the conference, he made a proposal 
which astounded the world in its 
splendid audacity. The London and 
Paris papers, whilp they could not re- 
fute its sound and practical judgment, 
could not forbear from saying: "How 
American!" The proposal, in brief, 
was this: that the countries of the 
world should scrap the huge navies 
which they now operate, keeping only 
a very small percentage fairly appor- 
tioned among them. In other words, 
giving the world a naval holiday for 
ten yeati- Qreat Britain, France, 
Italy and Japan have formally accept- 
ed the American proposal, but they 
hare, begun discnssiim the details, 
with reference to certain necessary 
changes. Orm.t Britain wants the re- 
placement program spread over a pe- 
riod of years instead of taken up at 
^e md of ten years, while Japan 
thinks her insular position demands a 
higher ratio of defenses than was first 
apportioned her. 

Twenty years ago John Hay formu- 
lated the policy of "The Open Door." 
Arthur Will lam Diran, In t* ■ Am* rl'-an 
Review of Reviews, explains this as 
meaning "that In China and Siberia 
every nation shall have the same 
rights as any other nation; that there 
shall be no discrimination ia the mat- 
ter of concessions, trade, and the 
rights and privileges of different na- 
tionals." Howevpr, that thi.s "open 
door" has not been observed is evi- 
dent_by the recent troubles in the Far 
East. China has not tho initiative or 
capital to develop her own splendid 
resources, and it Is perfectly fitting 
that other countries should go in and 
do it for her. But there must be no 
coercing, no preferment — and this has, 
unhappily, not been the case. 

In the organization meeting of ^ 
American delegation, tho soconi^^ay 
of the conference. Assistant Secr^ry 
Roosevelt of the Navy Department ex- 
plained the Hughes program and said 
It would mean a sarlng of more than 
two himdred million dollars on con- 
struction. The committee supported 
the program unanimously. Several 
sub-committees were appointed to 
work out plans on the action of the 
conference, as the committee plan, it 
was agreed, would speed np uid facil 
Itate the action. Among the people 
appointed to these committees we find 
such outstanding names as General 
Pershing, Samuel Oompers, Secretary 
Hoover, Undersecretary of State 
Fletcher, Mrs. Katherlne Phillips Ed- 
son and Mrs. Thomas G. Winter. Mrs. 
Wlnt«r is president of the National 
Federation of Women's Clubs. 

The fundamental motive of the die 
armament program as proposed by 
Secretary of State Hughes seems to 
be simply that navies should be so re- 
stricted in gun and man power that 
they would not be used for atij offen- 
sive purposes whatsoever. 

The state" of mind of the world will 
be shown by the results of this great 
conference. It is perhaps the most 
momentous coming toge^M* of na- 
tions for frlMkUr Mitieoliilt « fric-

ration of peace on earth good wQl toward men as the worU has not 
experienced it since the Savior walked upon the- earth.

To ffitplain.the use and meaning at- 
tached to the cap and gown. Miss 
Lonpmire ^a\e a brief sketch of its 
existence. As far back as the history 
of civilizatlQn goes, to the time when 
the Chinese and Hindu civilizations 
were at their zenith, scholars have 
worn some kind of distinctive robes. 
In Rome this distinctive robing was 
confined largely to the senators, who 
wore robes of white ftt some of Uielr 
formal sessions. 

The American custom, as well as 
the robing custom of some of the 
northern European countries, orig- 
inated in the English Universities of 
Oxford and Cambridge. This custom 
of the robing of students was intro- 
duced Into England in the twelfth 
century and had become somewhat 
general by the Uiirteenth century. It 
was not until the fourteenUi century, 
however, that the conventional cap 
and gown was made compulsory for 
the students by the priesthood, for 
two reasons: to curb extravagance in 
dress and to Inculcate a democratic 
spirit by bringing all classes into a 
simple and imifdnn rohe. At first, 
even the undergraduates wore hoods, 
but these were for protection from 
the cold and were ihially dispensed 
with. 

In colonial days the principle Amer- 
ican colleges — Yale, Harvard and 
King's CoU^e (Columbia)— were ol

DR. EDWIN A. HAYDEN 



The Board of Control at its meeting 
held here on Motiday adopted the fol- 
lowing resolutions on the death of 
Dr E. A. Kay den, late a member of 
the faculty for the State College for 
Women: 

Whereeas, Providence has deemed 
it good to remove from the faculty 
of the Florida State College for 
Women, Dr. Edwin A. Haydeo, who 
died October 28, 1921; and, 

Whereas, in the death of Dr. Hay- 
den the college has suffered a grevious i 
loss, because of his natural gifts, his 
broad scholarship, his faithfulness as 
a teacher, his sound judgment, hl» un- 
tiring work in the interest not oaly of 
his department but of the college as 
a whole; 

Resolved, That we, the State Board 
of Control, deplore the death of Dr. 
Hayden, remembering with deep ap- 
preciation his eminent worth as a 
teacher, his long and faithful service 
to the college, his wholesome influ- 
ence upon the students, his pure, true 
and noble character, and his uaselflBh 
life. ' 

Resolved, That we extend to the 
family of Dr. Hayden our sincere 
sympathy in|a|ir great loss of hus- 
band and fatlir and to the faculty of 
tke college in the 'loM of th^r col- 
league. 

Resolved, That a copy of these reso- 
lutions be sent to the family of Dr. 
Hayden, and one to the president of 
the Florida State College for Women 
and the press of the State. 



The trustees of the Westcott estate 
at a recent meeting turned over to 
the college $7,000 as the available part 
of the income of the estate. This Is 
the first money that has come to the 
college from this estate in sixteen 
years, and the friends of the institu- 
tion are happy to know that this es- 
tate from now on will be a constant 
source of revenue. This $7,000 repre- 
sents an accumulation of Income. The 
annual income will not nearly as 
much as that. 

Some years ago Mr. Westcott, a 
citizen of Tallahassee, left a part of 
his estate for the benefit of the State 
College, which waa at that time on 
the present campus of the Woman's 
College. By a decision of the court 
this estate went over to the Woman's 
College as the legal heir of the old 
State College. The estate was In liti- 
gation for a number of years, but re- 
cently all the unsettled problems were 
solved and the Board of Control was 
appointed as the Board o* rroat^ to 
administer the estate. 

The original cairftal of the estate 
cannot be used by the colU'ge, but 
only the income after all expenses of 
operation have been paid. The trus- 
tees of the estate hope to be able to 
turn over to the college annually the 
net proceeds of the estate. The value 
of the estate is approximately $40,000.

J. N. Bergttwid Reprttentt Student 
Relief. 

A very interesting lecture indeed 

was given by J. N. Bergthold, a rei)- 
resentative of the European Student 
Relief Organization In chapel last Fri- 
day week. He made a very hurried 
trip through the European countries 
last Kuiiinier, the entire trip being 
made in seven weeks, and daring this 
time he visited ten Muntries. In the 
reconstruction period, which most of 
them are undergoing, he found it dif- 
ficult to get the true attitude of the 
conditions, and yet his description of 
what he did see was vivid and thought- 
provoking. 

In Prague, former caidtal of Bo- 
hemia, but now the capital of Checo 
Slavacia, the new country created by 
the League of Nations, he discovered 
a city of great historical interest. It 
lies at the foot of a mountain. In 
this city there is an old astronomical 
clock on the tower of the city hrtl. 
which has been therp since the 
eleventh century. It is of metal and is 
about six feet across the face. It was 
out of commission a long time until, 
within th^ last two centuries it has 
been rejiaired, and it is now in good 
working order. - ove this clock there 
Is a smaller modem clock for the con- 
venience of those who cannot read' 
the astronomical clock. 

The curious thing about this old 
clock is Uiis. Above It on either side 
are two doors, and above them in the 
renter is one door. When the time for 
the hour of 11.25 comes, a figure, rep- 
resenting Death, comes out of the 
right-hand door and ring."? the gong, 
announcing the hour, while at each 
stroke the old miser, who has come out 
of the left-hand door, shakes his bag 
of gold. At the conclusion the figures 
return insiiie, and llfe si/.e figures, rep- 
resenting the twelve Apostles, appear 
the upper door, one by one. Then 
the figure of Thrist appears, and then 
the cock comes forth and crows three 
times. 

Europe is not through with war. She 
is in worse condition now than when 

the war was nt its height. There are 
no men on the streets between twenty- 
one and forty. Central Europe had 
proprrty destniction, which cannot be 
figured. The food situation is appal- 
ling, and they have had no new f loth 
mg since 1914. Their money is worth 
nothing. The Polish mark, whose 
value was formerly approximately four 
for one dollar. hAs depreciated to the 
extent of onp or two thousand for one 
dollar. The Polish people are artistic 
and high-strung, hut they are not 
practical Thc\ lack exitcrience in self- 
government, and in civic matters. They 
are making a struggle, however .to set 
up a government which will be ef- 
fectual. Before the war all the univer- 
sities were using the German tong^ue 
and the language of Poland were pro- 
hibited. Now Poland is establishing 
her own universities, but it is up-hill 
work in so much as they have no dor- 
mitories, no suitable equipment, and 
the classes are by lecture for the most 
part with no attendance record kept. 

The housing conditions are distress- 
ing. There are five thousand refugees 
from Russia every day, and as the 
weather Is cool and raw, every sort of 
a shelter is used. In Warsaw there 
were hundreds of refugees with noth- 
ing but double-decker board shelves 
to sleep on. 

The educational future of these peo- 
ple is a problesi for the wp^ld to lelve.

At a meeting of the Faculty Ath- 
letic Comniittee on Wednesday after- 
noon It was decided to issue an invita- 
tion to all the high schools of the State 
to come here in the spring for a girl's 
track meet. 

The annual meeting of the teachers 
of tlif .'^tate is to be held this year m 
Orlando, and it. was agreed that Miss 
Katherlne Montgomery should extend 
the Invitation to the schools at this 
time. It is desired that tlie meet take 
place at the same time that the boys' 
track meet convenes in Gainesville. 
The list of events would prebably be 
almost the same as the program for 
our field day. 

It is sincerely hoped that the high 
schools of the State will co-operate 
with us in this plan, so that we can 
make of it the success which It de- 
serves.

Devastated Buildings Easier to Re- 
build Than Old Health and 
apirtta. 

lnterrui|t#d . ictooollng, hunger, 
fright and nerrous strain from the 
tmr years of the German occupation 

have left their mark on many French 
girls in devastated areas, according to 
Miss Helen A. Storms of Denv. r, 
Colorado, In a rec^at te»t«5h tewn 
Armentierea. ' 

"The war lias left Its mark and that 
mark will disappear less quickly than 
the one on land and buildings," she 
writes. "After four yws ol unsettled 
conditions the girls Jiere can't stay 
quietly at home after their day's work. 
I n l' r present conditions they have 
not enough to keep them tired and 
busy and before our foyer opened, 
there was no amusement but the mov- 
ing picture houses that are hot and 
unventilated or the numerous cafes 
with their loud pianos. The .factories 
are working forty-eight hours a week 
with a reiUu ed staff which is remark- 
able when one remembers that in 
November, 1919, there wasn't a piece 
of machinery in place; not a chim 
ney, not a wall. Yot now the thread, 
is being spun and woven into cloth. 
The aspect of the town changes per- 
ceptibly all the time. The Municipal 
authorities use intelligent methods 
and spare neither thought nor energy 
in the work of re-building. There Is 
still a great deal of suffering. There 
are not yet enough houses for the 
working people and they live in bar- 
racks where it Is desperately hot In 
summer and cold in winter, or in one 
or two rooms of their devastated 
houses, stiil waiUng lor the Germans 
to pay." 

The French girls have been raar- 
velously quick and adaptable in learn- 
ing American methods, according to 
Miss Storms. Much of the executive 
work of their own foyer is carried on 
under thdlr direction, and their so 
cial services to the townspeople are 
many and variable. These native Y. 
W. C. A. girls are establishing school 
scholarships for little girls impover- 
ished by the war, making layettes for 
poor families, and organizing compe- 
titions in the local schools. At the 
request of the mayor the Y. W. C. A 
play was repeated in the former town 
hall still In rulius. The foyer has 189 
members in addition to 81 little girls. 
* with whom they share their club 
facilities.

STEVENS TECH. 

A novel fire alarm system has been 
installed in the Physics Department 
at Stevens Tech, which depends upon 
the principle of the expansion of air 
when heated. The apparatus consists 
of a copiier capillary tube, which sud- 
denly receives heat from an outside 
source. - The tube contains nothing 
but air, and the pressure caused by 
its expansion is sufficient to close an 
electric circuit and ring an alarm. If 
there Is no immediate response to 
this first summons, the apparatus then 
automatically sends an alarm to the 
city fire department. The instrument 
Is very sensitive to sudden changes 
in temperature, the alarm responding 
in about sixteen seconds of the test.

Annual reports from the home 
demonstration work are daily arriv- 
ing at headquarters. These reports 
show a sptenilid year of acccn&plish- 
ment. There are more than 3,000 
women enrolled in 159 clubs and 
5,U00 girls enrolled in 412 clubs in the 
29 <M)unties of the Stttte In which ttito 
work is carried on. 

There are many interesting items in 
these reports. They show i) reductive 
work In gardening, home orchard, 
diUrylng, poultry, bee and rabbit 
lieeping. Fine business records are 
shown by some of these club mem- 
bers. The following are typical: 

The beat individiiiyi, r«eoi4 in 
Alachua county '^1 made ' W i^ioile 
Ellis. She belongs to three clubs and 
her records are as follows: 

'Sewing Club — Ten pieces; grade, 98 
pprfetil F'irst prize. 

Poultry Club— Second year in this 
^di;r20 hens at beginning of second 
year; sold many chickens; still have 
93 on yard; profit, $454. First prize. 

Pig Club — Second year, grand cham- 
pionship on one of the pigs at the 
Florida State Fa|r. , First prize at 
Community Fair. First prise at Coon* 
ty Pair. 

Ono club girl who lives with her 
lather in a very small house v/rites 
as follows: "Thirty-eight laying hens 
Is the musif \ have jU, tme tin' e and 
not that many very long. In tlie last 
three years I have saved |170, bought 
all ms clothes, a small Victrola, and a 
suite of furniture for the living room, 
besides payint: for all costs of my 
chicKens. I won the State Short 
Course to TaliaJiassee twice." 

When Cera Thomas of Carterville, 
St. .Johns County, jtuned the canning 
clui) two ypars ago, neither she nor 
her mother had ever (unned any vege- 
tables or fruits. The first year she 
puf up 50 jars of varion;. products, ac- 
cording to reports forwarded by Miss 
Anna B. Heist, lot^l.bome demonstra- 
tion agent. 

This year her romato plot baa 
yielded more than 3000 pounds. She 
has sold seveja! hundred pounds, 
given away flvo bus-hels to neighbors 
and put up 230 quarts for home use. 
She has a fine chance of being the 
first i)rlBe winner in her county this 
year. 

On(^ thousand and sixty girls en- 
rolled in sewing, made 3,320 garments 
and 3,382 other articles. The interest 
in first year sowing centers in the 
girls own bed room. The dainty fur- 
nishings made f Of bed rooms natur- 
ally lead to interest in Improvement 
and beautiflcation of the entire home; 
870 girls completed their bed-room 
problem; 347 worked on general im- 
provements in the home; 516 in the 
.- planting of flowers and ornamentals 
about the borne. Some of the good re- 
sults of this work are 182 houses 
screened, 252 being rooms Improved, 
105 houses repaired, 67 houses re- 
modeled, 51 lighting systems installed. 
All of this means more comfortable 
and happtor homes. , 

The recreational side of life is not 
neglected by club wcrk. Social pro- 
grams are provided a , each club meet- 
ing. Home talent is borrowed and 
loaned. Plenios, community sings and 
various other good times result. The 
crowning recreational feature in the 
country is the Club Camp. Nine camps 
for instruction sad reorea^n were 
hidd la the fltets l^is munoier which

Before Christ- 
mas. 



"Foods seasonable and as reason- 
able in price with value, as our In- 
come will allow" is our .slogan, said 
Miss Vnn lloesen, dietitian of the 
l-'lorida State College for Women. 
After all, our living is summed up in 
knowing foods and their body-build- 
ing value in health and strength, edu- 
cation in money values, and enough 
good common sense to know how to 
spend it and keep within our income. 

The planning of every days' meals 
requires a great deal of Imagination 
and originality in combining foods. 
An attempt is made to have all dishes 
good and wholesome and attractive in 
proper combinations. 

Happiness is the best aid to good 
digestion. We all eat the food which 
appeals most strongly to our individ- 
ual tastes. However, food is too im- 
portant in human welfare to be chosen 
a haphazard ^ay. 

Since the beginning of the school 
year the first meal bein^; served in the 
evening of September 12th, we will 
have serveid up to December 16th, 
fourteen weeks Inc'usive, on an aver- 
age of 600 persons per meal, 1,800 
meals per day, 12;600 meals per week, 
and 176,400 meals when we dose.
